- Jews in England feel such reverence for the memory 
of Milton that the tercentenary of his birth, which 
has been celebrated this week,may almost be regarded 
as an event of communal importance. Milton’s claims 
to the homage of Jews are twofold; they rest upon his poetry and his 
prose. The transcendant thoughts and language with which he has 
ennobled English literature, bringing to it some of the force and spirit which 
animated the Hebrew prophets of old, constitute his first claim. The 
political influence he exercised upon the stirring events of his time is also 
a tiatter of very high import for our people. By the world at large he is 
honoured chiefly as a poet, the greatest after Shakespeare “on Fame’s 
eternal bead-roll,” 
The mighty-mouthed inventor of harmonies, 
Jod-gifted organ voice of England, 

and before everything else as the immortal author of “ Paradise Lost.” One 
of the most splendid inheritances of English-speaking peoples, this noble 
epic challenges the special admiration of Jews as a true product of Jewish 
thought and the finest expression of the Hebraic spirit in all English 
literature. The elements of greatness that have contributed to the pro- 
duction of, this masterpiece are various—a religious reverence for the 
Bible and the ideals of holiness it enshrines, a profound acquaintance with 
Hebrew and Rabbinical literature conjoined with distinguished classical 
attainments, a wide knowledge of affairs, imagination of the highest order, 
and the “ linked sweetness long drawn out” of perfect musical cadences.

After the lapse of hundreds of years the poetry of Milton continues to 
delight and elevate all alike, because it is the outpouring of a Godly spirit, 
which could say of itself without affectation: “if He has instilled an 
intense love of moral beauty into the breast of any man, He has instilled it 
into mine.” In “ Paradise Lost.” as in few other works, we enjoy the 
perfect union of such beauty with the beauty which expresses itself in 
literary form and sound.

well that Jews should have attention drawn to so 
singularly beautiful a concept of the ideals of Christianity. To millions 
of our people to-day the teachings of Jesus of Nazareth have presented 
themselves in the guise of a faith which permits, if it does not 
encourage, the persecution of man by man, a faith which, for two 
thousand years until this very day, has not deterred its most 
earnest adherents from persistent and consistent eruelty to the 
people which gave to it its founder. Jews have been, and are, tortured 
and outraged ; they are made, and have been for twenty centuries, the butt 
of envy, malice and all uncharitableness—of the vilest passions that can 
animate the beast in man-—while the Cross and the Icon have been held 
aloft, symbols of approval of, and instruments of encouragement in, the 
devilish work! How foreign all this is to the pure and simple, yet lofty 


and divine, teachings which, nineteen centuries ago, a humble Galilean 


Jew preached as his faith, the reader of Dr. Abbott's article can tell. 
Placing the tine ideals of Christianity, as the Editor of Outlook sets them 
down, side by side with Christianity’s practice—its aspirations of 
“brotherly tenderness and mutual helpfulness” with the active and 
passive conduct towards our people pursued in its name-—is it wonderful 
that the Jew, so oft maligned as a stiff-necked unbeliever, should be brought 
to the conclusion that the pressing need for the dominant faith is the pro- 
pagation of Christianity amongst the Christians ?

which he declares to be. the sum total of the teaching of 
Jesus. lpon no people has the truth been so amply borne as upon 
Jews, that the highest and best service to God is the service He 
would desire of His creatures to man. The Bible teems with this 
lesson. ‘Wilt thou call this an acceptable day to the Lord -a fast” 
cried the prophet ‘to bow down the head as a bulrush and to spread sack- 
cloth and ashes ?"’ “Is not this the fast to be chosen? To loose the 
bands of wickedness?" How? By undoing- heavy burdens that allict 
men, letting the oppressed go free. ‘Is it not to deal tay bread to the 
hungry and that thou bring the outcast poor into thine own house, 
clothing the naked, hiding not thyself from thine own flesh 
and blood?” Here we have, in other words, equally noble, a 
precious heritage of Jews, the exact teaching which Dr. Abbott claims 
for Christianity. Lifelong “ goodness and mercy,’ what Matthew Arnold 
emphasises as ‘“Conduct—three-fourths of Life,’ was declared by the 
Hebrew Psalmist to be the passport to the House of the Lord, as the editor 
of the Outlook declares it to be the true basis of Christianity as taught by 
Jesus. Dr. Abbott would appear to fail to appreciate this fact, a due com- 
prehension of which is really essential toa true conception of the Nazarene's 
teaching. Jesus told his hearers, in one of his discourses, says Dr. Abbott, 
that he had come to bring the “Kingdom of God” upon earth. “ But,” con- 
tinues the American divine, “ he aroused their vehement anger by 
assuring them that all nations would share in it equally: not the Jews 
only.” Is there anything remarkable in this? To be sure there were 
Sigoted and narrow-minded Jews nineteen hundred years ago, as there 
are bigoted and narrow-minded Christians—and Jews—to-day.

Education Bill. Bill by the Government. The measure was, it is 

Tos true, by no means an ideal one. It imposed con- 
siderable sacrifices on the religious denominations. But it was looked to 
by the country to create a truce in an acute controversy, and if it could 
hhave been so accepted it might ultimately have led to a lasting peace. 
The abandonment of the Bill, while it postpones to a more or less remote 
period the transference of our schools to the State, re-opens a quarrel 
‘which, with its recrimination, retaliation, and perpetual,uncertainties, must 
inevitably prove harmful to the cause of education. It might be possible, 


hereafter, to arrange a compromise on the difficulty which the Bill failed - 
to adjust and which was largely a matter of pounds, shillings and pence. 


But the fact that one attempt at conciliation, with its consequent 
encouragement to the extremists, has proved abortive will hardly tempt 
the Government to embark on a second effort on the same lines. In the 
result the nation will probably be forced to the exclusion, during working 
hours, of all religious instruction from all schools claiming rate-aid 
or Government grant, leaving the various denominations to provide such 
instruction at their own expense outside school hours. But whatever 
the ultimate solution, the immediate outlook for national education is 
anxious and disheartening. 


The Russian Government has consented, we are informed, 
Emigration ‘to a reduction of prices for Jewish emigrants on || 
from Russia. ussian railways. Henceforth our coreligionists 


pay only one-fourth of the ordinary fares. A few weeks 
ago, we came across a summary of the Government's legislative intentions 
in the present session of the Duma. There was nothing in the statement 
which had any reference to the misfortunes of the Russian Jews. _ It is 
something, it may be argued, that the modern Pharaoh will let bis people go 
—at reduced fares. Unfortunately, there is nothing new in this policy. It 
is not a policy of amelioration, but a policy of repudiation— repudiation of 
the obligation to give five million people the chance to live in decent: 
conditions or even to live at all. It may very well be that the 
lower passenger rates will stimulate Jewish emigration. They will 
enable some to leave for a foreign country who otherwise might 
not have been able to command the minimum travelling expenses, 
and they will tempt others to emigrate by providing them with a larger 
margin of ready cash than they could have counted on under the old 
system. But to facilitate emigration: from Russia is not everything. 
Before the Jew can leave Russia he must have an alternative place of 
settlement. Where are large numbers of Russian Jews to-day to find 
permanent habitation? Europe will not receive them ; America may do so, 
under protest, but these hapless pilgrims to the slirine of human liberty 
will have to go into the more or less undeveloped West, or crowd into the 
tenements of the Eastern States, where they will be in an exceptiona! 
degree the sport of financial schemers with their industrial ‘“ booms” 
and “slumps.” The Russian railway concessions are, therefore, 
likely to open up in a still more poignant fashion the poignant 
problem “ Wohin?’ They will not sensibly accelerate the solution 
of the Russo-Jewish difficulty. Does not: the Russian Government 
see that only the strongest and most enterprising will, even with the 
reduced fares, go abroad? The majority must remain behind- a con- 
stantly weakening people who present a difliculty of ever-increasing gravity 
to the Tsar and his advisers. The problem which Russian statesmen 
sooner or later, in che very interests of Russia, will have to set them- 
selves to solve is not how to facilitate the departure of a few thousand 
Jews, but how and when to put an end toa wicked system which is ruin 
ing the great majority of the Tsar's Jewish subjects who do, and must, 
remain his subjects, and whose economic condition foreed upon them is 
fast becoming a menace to his State as it has long been a mockery to 
modern civilisation. 


An interesting meeting was held recently, at which the 
Children’s uestion of children’s services was discussed. So far as 
Services. this particular meeting was concerned the question was to 

some extent begged, inasmuch as the point d’appui of the 
discussion was the services already in existence at the Central Synagogue, 
and practically no objections were advanced against children’s services in 
principle. Inthe old days, of course, children's services were unknown. 
Boys and girls attended synagogue with their. parents, and generally 
became familiar with, and able to take an intelligent interest in, the 
ordinary services. But times have changed. The synagogue, it is 
contended, has loosened its hold on adult congregants who should be able 
to understand the service, and the children are proportionately still less 
attracted. In other words, we are less robust religiously than we used to 
be, and children's services are one kind of religious therapeuties which 
have become necessary to counteract this degeneracy. The child, 
remarked Mts. N. L. Cohen at the meeting on Monday week, has to be “ led 
up to the synagogue services.” Children’s services are to stand in thesame 
relation to the ordinary synagogue. service as the kindergarten does to the 
school. If this be the object it would seem as though it were acknowledged 
that the ordinary services of the synagogue, as they are, are the right 
thing towards which the children should be led. This argues a satisfaction 
with the services that places them beyond the cavil to which they are so 
constantly subjected, and leaves only the question as to whether children 
are more likely to become wedded to the synagogue service by the old method 
ofearly constant acquaintance with it, or by the new, which intervenes a 
sort of apprenticeship in the form of children’s services. Two dangers 
should hence be guarded against in children’s services. One is that the 
children’s service may be so dissimilar from the adult service that the 
child will find the ordinary ritual quite a strange thing in later years. 
The other is that the children’s services should be services for 
children, and the attendance at them of adults—or of children who 
have been in the habit of attending them when they become 
adults—-should be discouraged. The children's services, indeed, may just as 
they are used prove to be a good medicine, or a bad drug. In his address at 
the Religious Union the other day, Rabbi Seligmann, of Frankfort, told how 
the children’s services there had been the means of saving the children 
for Judaism and winning their parents back to it. We can conceive them 
acting with exactly contrary effect. However, it is better that children 
should go to special juvenile services than to none at all, better they 
should, by their means, come to understand the meaning of our prayer 
book than, when grown up, have to participate, in what, by reason of their 
ignorance, must be for them a lifeless and perfunctory religious exercise 
which conveys no meaning at all to them. 


NOBEL PRIZt FOR A JEWISH SCIENTIST. | 


The Nobel prize for physics has been conferred on Professor Gabriel 
Lippmann, of raris, Professor of Physics at the Sorbonne. Professor Lippmann 
was born at Hollerich, Luxemburg, in 1845. He was educated at the Ecole 
Normale, and in Germany, and took the degree of D.Sc. in Paris in 187». 
When in Germany he devoted himself to electrical studies, and was 
responsible for a number of important inventions. In 1891 he discovered the 
process of colour-photography, which he amplified in 1892. In 1885 he 
became professor of physical mathematics at the Sorbonne, and in 1[85» 
professor of experimental physics. In 1887 he was elected a member of the 
Académies des Sciences, He is the author of works on Thermo-Dynamics, Light 
and Sound, as well as many articles in the technical press. The degree of 
Doctor of Science, honoris causd, was recently conferred on Professor Lipp- 
mann by Cambridge University in connection with the International Conference 


on Electrical Units and Standards.

our landmarks. When he first entered the service of the- 
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all about the Great Shool at that period, but I must confess that the differences 


were so well kept from the public that I never heard them referred to. I 


have only one complaint a rainst Mr. Rosenfeld, whose management of the old 
Shool has not been free from criticism at times. Iam sorry that the electric 
light was allowed to take the place of the old candles. The light was dim 
compared with the present illumination, but it was all in keeping with the 
tone of the splendid building. And then, in the old days, we knew it was 
Yomtov or Sabbath Chanueah or something special when the top row of 
candles was lighted. Asa boy I tried to count the candles very often but 
missed the number somehow. The wonder is that in all the years of their 
use nothing untoward ever occurred, except once. This was when a spirit of 
economy took possession of the management, and a cheaper kind of candle 
was used for the first time one Yom Kippur. Mr. Rosenfeld must surely 
remember the oceasion. The heat of the synagogue was too much for the 
cheaper candles. They bent over and the wax dropped on to the floor. Over 
the wardens'-box there was the great central chandelier, and the hat of Sir 
N. M. de Rothschild, M.P. (as Lord Rothschild was then) suffered. Next day 
he wore the same hat bearing many traces of the economical candles’ atten- 
tion, and the congregation was delighted to think that he had not troubled to 
get another. It wasa very little thing to notice, but nothing was a trifle that 
concerned a Rothschild in the Great Shool. | 

While on the subject (to me most fascinating) of the Great Synagogue, I 
might tell a story of a little misunderstanding which once took place in my 
presence outside its walls. One hot. summer's evening, | was passing the 
Great Synagogue at a time when service was due to commence. The windows 
of the building were all open, and it was easy to distinguish 
the voice of the reader within. In Duke Street there sat under 
one of the windows a Christian hawker of lemons, and a Jewess 
was bargaining with him as toa proposed purchase. 1 forget 
what the price was, but 1 do recollect that she wanted one more for a penny. 
She pressed her bargain, but the tradesman was firm. In the middle of the 
argument, the Mincha service inside the shool had got as far as the Kedusha 
to Minecha, and the pious Jewess when sbe heard the words Kadosh, ete., 
repeated them aloud and moved up and down three times as was usual. The 
hawker did not quite understand. “ Ye may swear and ye may jump, mem,” 
he said, “ but you won't get them any cheaper!” 

Iam told that a large emporium in the Finchley Road has a window 
devoted to what the firm terms by placard explana- 
tory “Suitable Christmas Gifts.” Among them is 
the portrait of the minister of the nearest syna- 
gogue in a silver frame, duly surrounded with holly.

OBITUARY. 


LOUISA LADY GOLDSMID. 


We regret to announce the death of Louisa Lady Goldsmid, whieh took 
place at 13, Portman Square, in the early hours of Monday morning. ‘fhe 
deceased, who was in her ninetieth year, had been in failing health for some 
time, and her death was fully expected. Lady Goldsmid was the widow of 
the late Sir Francis Goldsmid, whose tragic death in May, 1878, was one of 
the heaviest losses that the community has sustained in modern times. 
Shortly after Sir Francis’ death, Lady Goldsmid removed from St. Jojin’s 
Lodge, Regent's Park (during her residence there she often exhibited 
flowers at the neighbouring shows of the Royal Botanical Society 
to 13, Portman Square, but of late years she resided during the 
greater part of the year at the Red House, Eastbourne, and lived 
in complete retirement. Lady Goldsmid was at one time a menibher 
of the Ladies’ Committee of the Jews’ Infant Schools. In) 1875 she 
eaused a Memoir of Sir Francis Goldsmid to be compiled by the 
Revs. Prof. Marks and A. Liwy, both of whom had been intimately associated 
with him in his public and communal life. In the Preface to that volume she 
writes: “Il hope I have judged rightly in assuming that a short record of iny 
husband's life might prove of interest to many personal friends, as well as to 
a large number of his brethren in faith in England and abroad. bor the 
compilation of this volume I am indebted to the kindness and ability of the 
Rev. Professor Marks and the Rev. Albert Lowy.” Although Lady Goldsniid 
took no part after her husband's death in communal affairs, she was a liberal 
contributor to all charitable objects. She was the only daughter of \ic<es 
Asher Goldsmid, of Gloucester Place, by his first wife, Eliza, daughter of 
Levy Salomons. She married Sir Francis, who was her cousin (Moses Asher 
being a brother of Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid) on the 10th of October, |>.)5, 
Their marriage was without issue, and the title succeeded to the 
late Sir eulian Goldsmid, Sir Francis’ nephew. Like her husband, 
Lady Goldsmid was a woman of great culture. She was buried on. Wednesday 
morning from 13, Portman Square, at the Balls Pond Cemetery of the West 
London Synagogue, beside her husband, and in the Goldsmid vault, which 
contains the graves of Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, Mr. and Mrs. Frederick 
Goldsmid, Sir Julian Goldsmid and other members of the family. The !t-y, 
Morris Joseph and the Rev. Isidore Harris officiated. 


Mr. WOLF MYERS. 
AN APPRECIATION. 

Yesterday week, as announced in the last issue of the Jewish Chronic », 
Wolf Myers died, and on Sunday he was laid to his last rest. The large 
number of mourners beyond those ¢vi- 
nected with him by ties of blood, testiticd 
to the affection and respect which he had 
won. Though by no means an old man 
he was only sixty-six at his death he 
had for some two or three years been in 
failing health, and had to forego, one 
after the other, the many occupations in 
which his energies had found their 
outlet. Yet he never seemed. to lose 
heart. He was always cheerful, and t 
the same keen interest as ever in all that 
went on about him. Latterly, he seemed 
on the point of regaining some of his old 
strength. But this hope was to be sadly 
frustrated. For death, due to syncope, 
came quite suddenly. Perhaps, for him, 
it was the easiest end, yet one cannot 
but feel that the shock to his family must 
have been proportionately greater. 

Wolf Myers was born in Chelmsford in 
1862. His father, whose parents lived at 
Maldon, also bore the: name of Wolf, and his mother was a sister of Charles 
Samuel, the well-known communal benefactor, who died five years ago. He was 
the youngest of ten children, two of whom alone have outlived him, namely, 
Mrs. Henry Defries and Mr. George Myers, of Birmingham. He was educated 
at Dr. Loewe's school at Brighton, and subsequently at the school conducted 
by Mr. H. N. Solomon at Edmonton. He married Esther, youngest daughter 
of the late Samuel Moses, of Stockwell, who sarvives him; and he leaves 
five sons, the eldest of whom is Dr. Charles Myers, Professor of Psychology 
at King's College, London, and lecturer in Experimental Pyschology «t 
Cambridge University. Early in life Wolf Myers entered the now well- 
known house of Samuel Brothers, Ltd., in Ludgate Hill, of which his uncle, 
Charles Samuel, was then the head. On Mr. Samuel's retirement, the 
business devolved entirely upon him, and its success was very largely due to 
his industry and ability. Those who had commercial relations with him 
know how thorough and earnest he showed himself in every transaction, 
rae what punctiliousness he observed in the performance of every under- 

ing. 

It is, however, towards his public activities that interest naturally turns. 
From an early age he devoted a very considerable part of his time to commun:! 
work. He was connected with the Bread, Meat and Coal Charity for thirty 
years, serving it both as Treasurer and as Vice-President. He was also 4 
member of the Board of Guardians and of its Investigation Committee, and in 
former years he devoted to this work much of his time and energy. [0 
addition, he was one of the four trustees of the Joel Emanuel Almshouses,

and he was largely instrumental in bringing them to their present sound and 


satisfactory condition. For a long time, too, he was Auditor of Jews’ 
College. But these and similar interests yield in importance to the excellent 
work which he did for the synagogue. For some years he was a member of 
the Board of Management of the Bayswater Synagogue, and in 1%!) 
was elected Warden. In 1887 he was elected on the Council of the United 
Synagogue, on which he served until two years before his death. For a con- 
siderable period he was Chairman of the Building Committee, and in the <is- 
charge of this office he brought to bear remarkable qualities of shrewduess, 
judgment and tact, as well as an untiring facility for grappling with comp!i- 
cated matters of detail. At the Council meetings he was a regular attendant, 
but he would probably be described as a silent member, for he never spoke 


unless he had something to say. Perhaps because of this verv reticence, 


those words which he uttered invariably commanded attention. "In 1900 he 
relinquished his position on the Building Committee, on his appointment 25 
one of the Treasurers of the United Synagogue, in which capacity he served 
u more cordial than the un reval 

between them in all their joint labours. 

A few words of a more personal nature are, perhaps, permissible in taking 
leave of a character so lovable as his. The charm and geniality of his manner 
impressed themselves on all who came in contact with him. He always 
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semed glad to see them. It was a feature due, not only to the spontaneous 
npurtesy of his disposition, but largely also to the real and unaffected 
‘atarest which he felt in the affairs and fortunes, the troubles and joys of the 
raree circle of his friends. The tie of relationship too he seemed to regard 
as something far above the mere creation of accident, He looked upon it as 
, privilege to be the first to lend a helping hand or to furnish valuable 
counsel to anyone connected, however distantly, with his family. In his 
home there was an atmosphere of complete peace and amity, of that mutual 
esteem and tender consideration between husband and wife, of that comrade- 


- ghip and respect in the relations between father and sons which embody the 


highest ideal of a Jewish home. Indeed, Wolf Myers possessed the Jewish 
spirit to an intense degree. The writer feels that he cannot do better than 
to quote a few lines from a letter which he has lately received relating to 
Wolf Myers... ¢ « His intense dislike of show, his modesty and his 
quietness about his own actions, prevented any but those who knew him 
pest from realising to the full what his life was. If more men were like 
him, the world would be a purer, cheerier and simpler place to live in.” 


Dr. MORITZ BRUNNER, Vienna. 


The death occurred on the 3rd inst. of Dr. Moritz Brunner, Director of 
the Jewish Institute for the Deaf and Dumb in the Austrian capital. The 
deceased was connected with the Institute’ for 23 years, and during that 
period he rendered it services of the greatest value, and achieved remarkable 
success. He was a man of very lovable nature, and his demise is greatly 
regretted by the large number of pupils. who passed through his hands.

As a colleague on the Stepney 
sorough Council I had the pleasure of working with and of knowing him 
intimately. Whenever occasion demanded he would come forward in defence 
of his cherished principles, and, without fear or favour, would protest 
against inconsistency wherever it showed itself. The great esteem 
which he won among the Jewish people during his twenty years’ work. in the 
East End was evidenced by the fact that a considerable number attended the 
funeral service at the Wapping Parish Church, Many, among others Mr.

patients, and 1,000 surgical instruments were supplied during the same 
period. £19,000 ig required each year in voluntary contributions to cover the 
deficit between annual expenditure and reliable income. 

It is a disquieting fact that although the expenditure and the’ relief 
afforded save increased, no improvement in income has taken place. Deficits 
have from time to time to be made good by the disposal of investments, but, 
as the funded property which is available for this purpose will soon be 
exhausted, the ultimate result must be the closing of beds. This calamity 
in the near future can only be averted by prompt and generous action on the 
part of those who are in sympathy with the work carried on in the hospital, 

The most careful economy is exercised in all departments, and every 
effort made to promote efficiency. The Committee therefore rely upon the 
generosity of the friends and supporters of the institution and the general 
public for assistance to enable them to maintain the hospital free of debt, 
and to place its resources upon a less precarious basis. 

- An excellent method of improving the permanent income of the charity 
and one which cannot too often be urged upon the benevolent, is the 
endowment of beds or cots in memory of deceased relatives or friends. Beds 
will be named after the donor, or in accordance with his wishes. Payments 
for this purpose may be made in one sum, by instalments, or by request.

THE JEWS AND THE JUBILEE CELEBRATIONS. 


The jubilee week has gone, and one can now estimate the impression 
which the festivities made in Jewish circles. There can be no doubt that the 
Jews who have taken a leading part in the philanthropic work which is to 
celebrate the Emperor's jubilee have been very badly treated in the matter 
of decorations. It is only fair to say that the blame for this must not be | 
attributed to the Monarch, who in such matters acts solely on the advice of 
his ministers. Whenever the Emperor himself spoke he was perfectly just, 
and made no invidious discriminations. The racial virtues of the Jews have 
never been described more succinctly than they were in the reply which the 
Emperor made to the address of the leader of the deputation of the Austrian 
Jewish community, Dr. Alfred Stern. ‘ Loyalty to the throne, exalted family 
life, joyous philanthropy "—these are the words of recognition which are not 
only applicable to the Jews of Austria, but may refer to the Jewish race as a 
whole. These words of the Emperor, in view of the present critical times 
in which the Jews of Austria live, and having regard to the uncertainty 
with which their future is fraught, possess great significance. The Emperor 
has, from the steps of the throne refuted all the calumnious Jew-baiters who 
allege against the Jews lack of patriotism, want of civic stability, and 
empty charity. And the Emperor remained consistent. In all the speeches 
which he delivered to various political and religious deputations during the 
week of homage, he did not forget to point to the fact that the granting of 
equality to all nations and creeds took place during his reign. It is indeed 
necessary to remind some of these people that this equality is vouchsafed by 
law, inasmuch as it seems to be frequently overlooked. Among the four 
thousand persons who have been decorated are about one hundred Jews, 
most of whom have received minor distinctions. The majority, of course, are 
decorated not as Jews but in various professional and public capacities. The 
President of the Austrian Jewish community, Dr. Alfred Stern, refused a 
decoration. Among the recipients of Orders is the Vice-President of the 
Austro-Hungarian Chamber of Commerce in London, Herr Emil Hecht, who 
receives the Cross of Knight of the Francis Joseph Order. 


AN INTERPELLATION ON ZIONISM. 


Considerable amusement has been aroused in the Hungarian Parliament 
by an interpellation addressed to the Minister of Education by an anti- 
Semitic Deputy named Smrecsinyi, who drew attention'to the fact that a 
number of professors at the State Universities belonged to the Zionist move- 
ment. His speech in support of the motion contained a great number of 
inaccuracies, which aroused the merriment of the House. Thus he referred 
to Dr. Nordau as Nordau and said that the Hungarian Jews wanted *o leave 
the country en masse and go toa land of their own. Apparently the inter- 
pellation was a reply to the action of some leading Budapest Jews who 
complained of the anti-Semitic activity of a gymnasium teacher. There is a 
Hungarian proverb: “If you whack my Jews, I'll whack yours.” | 

. PRAGUE, December 6th. 

The riots which had been allowed to go on for more than seven week s 
have at last been stopped by the proclamation of Martial Law in this city 
and its suburbs. It is true that, unlike the riots of 1897, this year’s outbursts 
of stirred-up passion were directed against Germans and German buildings 
and had no anti-Semitic character. The fact that Jewish students, and even 
some non-students, were cruelly treated by the mob is well established, but 
they suffered as Germans, or supposed Germans, notas Jews. As long as the 
‘‘Germans ”’ fell a victim to the Czech fury nothing, or almost nothing, was done 
to put an end to that European scandal. It was not until a number of police- 
men were seriously wounded that the Government made up its mind to take 
the drastic measure of proclaiming Martial Law. In some small towns in the 
Czech part of Bohemia (Neubidschow, Bushtiehrad) anti-German and anti- 
Semitic disturbances of minor importance have taicn place.

STATUS OF RUSSIAN JEWS. 


The extreme Right to-day introduced, in the Russian Duma, an inter- 
nellation protesting against the alleged lax observance of the legal restric- 
tions upon Jewish residence from which the peasants are suffering. — Reuter, 
ct, Petersburg, Tuesday.

M. PURISHKEWITCH AND THE BRODSKY TRIAL. 

The Kieff Real Russians have received a wire from M. Purishkewitch, in 
which the latter announced his intention to die rather than allow the “two 
murderers,” Brodsky, to escape penal servitude. ‘ Russia,” added the leader of 
the Black Hundreds, “is not France, and we shall not allow any Dreyfus cases 
here. | am convinced that justice suffered here at the expense of Jewish 
vold.’ He also asked his Kieff friend for further details of the trial and for 
particulars of the murder of the “Imperial servants’ by the Brodskys, in 
order to enable him to interpellate the Government on the subject. Heended 
up his communication by insisting that the Kieff Real Russians should compel 
the public prosecutor to appeal against the verdict. Count Uvaroff has given 
notice of his intention to question the Duma on the legality of the interven- 
tion. of M. Purishkewitch in legal matters. That has not prevented the 
leader of the Black Hundreds from taking a public oath in the lobby of the 
Lower House that the two brothers Brodsky would soon find themselves in 
prison again. The'’deputies of the Left protested against his conduct, 
deeming it highly insulting to the Russian Courts of Justice. Meanwhile, 
the ‘\ieff Public Prosecutor has announced that he was unable to appeal 
against the verdict, in view of the fact that the legal time limit for such 
appeals has already been exceeded. The Kieff Black Hundreds have, never- 
theless, despatched one of their leaders, Yusefowitch, to St. Petersburg, in 
order to acquaint M. Purishkewitch with the details of the case. 


RESIGNATION OF GENERAL TOLMATCHEFF. 

The Governor-General of Odessa is tendering his resignation on account 
of a shooting affray between a policeman and an officer. The Black Hundreds 
are trying their utmost to retain General Tolmatcheff at his post, but the 
Government is understood to have already nominated the former master of 
the police at Warsaw, Nolkin, in his place. :

\t the request of Dr. Shapiro two deputies approached the Secretary of 
the Duma with a view to obtaining. a ticket of admission for him. The 
Secretary, however, replied that “Jews are not admitted to the Duma.” 

M. Niselowitch and other deputies are daily receiving large numbers of 
wires from Jews residing inall parts of the Empire, giving details of cruel and 
oppressive measures introduced by the officials against our coreligionists. 

M. Purishkewitch will interpellate the Government in the Duma, * with 
reference to the advisibility of introducing a measure against the monopoli- 
sation of the Russian Press by Jews in the interests of revolution and 


immorality.” | 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT AND THE JEWS. 

The Polish Press is now considering the scheme of local Government in 
its relation to the Jews inhabiting Poland. The old project provided that all 
citizens, without any distinction, could vote in the elections and stand as can- 
didates for the local Board so long as they could read and write Polish. Now, 
however, the Bill is considered too liberal. The Clericals demand the total 
exclusion of the Jews from the vote, whereas the more progressive leaders 
propose to divide the electors Into religious categories and to give the Poles 
such privileges, as would destroy all chances of Jews emerging successfully 


trom the elections. 


The Slovo even reports a statement of M. Gutchkoff at an Octobrist 
meeting that the main clause of the recent secret agreement, concluded 
between the Polish deputies and the Octobrists, was an undertaking by the 
latter toexclude the Jews from the Local Government Bill for Poland. The 
‘alish deputies, however, raised objections to the publication of the 
statement, and M. Gutchkoff has-since withdrawn it. : 

| DEATH OF RABBI ZILKOFF., 

The death is announced of the well-known Warsaw Rabbi, Dr. Zilkofy, 
who had for several years oceupied the position of a leader of the pro-Polish 
movement amongst the Jews. His congregation were renowned as “ Poles of 
the Law of Moses,” and they always canducted a strong agitation in favour 
ot assimilation. His eloquent sermons have been published in book-form. 

THE MOSCOW JEWS. 

The Prefect of Moscow has ordered the Jews residing there to notify 
him of all new business undertakings before opening them. A number of 
Jewish doctors have lately been prohibited trom opening dispensaries. 


KONOVNITZIN’S PETITION. 


The leader of the Odessa Real Russians, Count Konovnitzin, has gone to 


St. Petersburg in order to acquaint the ministers with the demands of the 
conference which was recently held at Odessa. He took with him a special 
petition addressed to the Government, begging the Cabinet to deprive the 
Russian Jews of all social rights and. to introduce a new series of laws 
restricting their trade and industry. A similar statement has also been 


addressed to the Tsar. | 
EDUCATIONAL NEWS. 

The Kasan authorities have, at the request of M. Niselovitch, allowed 
forty-five Jewish pharmaceutical students to remain in the city until the 
completion of their examinations. The petition of the deputy with reference 
to the Jewish non-matriculated students has been forwarded to the St. 
Petersburg University, and it will there await the decision of the professors. 
This is regarded as a sign that the Government is anxious to remove the bad 
impression, which the recent rebuil of M. Niselovitch had created. _ 

In the whole of the Russian Empire there are 750,000 Jewish children of 
school age, of whom over 500,00 have not been able to find accommodation 
in the existing schools. . 

_ The Government has finally decided not to re-open the Warsaw popular 
University, at the closing of which forty Jews were arrested. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH M. NISELOVITCH. es 
In spite of the general opinion which is current that the recent adminis- 


_ trative measures of the Government have rendered the Jewish situation more 


hopeless than ever, M. Niselovitch, the Jewish member of the Duma, 
apparently retains his unquenchable optimism and is full of assurances that 
the majority of the Duma, including members of the Extreme Right, are 
favourable to the Jewish cause, and only await an opportunity of testifying 
to their sympathy. It is diflicult to see how M. Niselovitch can remain under 
this delusion in the light of actual facts, which render an interview he 
recently granted to a representative of the Nova (razeta rather ludicrous. 
Asked whether any change had been made in the percentage regulations 
for admission to educational institutions, M. Niselovitch replied : No altera- 
tion of principle has been made, and although M. Schwarz obtained imperial 


approval of the percentage, the regulations are really more inconvenient for 
the educational authorities than they are for the Jews.

The annual meeting of the subscribers of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
was held on Sunday at the Central Synagogue Chambers. There were

PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 


After an interval of two years I have once more to move the adoption of 
our report at a London meeting. Before I pass to a few observations upon 
that document, I must briefly allude to the death of two more of the small 
surviving number of those who were connected with this Association from 
its foundation. Mr. Alfred Henriques held for some years the post which is 
now so worthily occupied by my friend, Mr. Kisch. He always showed great 
interest in our work, and during the time that he was an active member of 
the Council, and Chairman of the Executive Committee, he put his keen 
intelligence to the full service of the Association. Our Second loss is that 
of our beloved old friend, Dr. Lowy. I will not here recapitulate all that he 
was and did for our Association. It would take too long, and has been said 
too often. But I cannot let this last opportunity go by without a word of 
gratitude and acknowledgment. We shall not soon see his like again in 
character and attainments ; nor in the stress and hurry of our modern lives, 
will the Association soon possess again a worker so eager, so untiring, so 
capable, or one who thought so continuously and constantly about its 
welfare and development. It is a happy thing for any institution when it 
possesses a worker or servant, with whom it occupies the first and central 
place in his thought and labours. This Association is undoubtedly important 
enough that one man—it were best that that one man were its President-- 
should give up to it almost his whole time and thought and care. The Presi- 
dent of to-day cannot, or does not, do that; l only hope that the President of 
to-morrow will. Meanwhile, let us once more pay our tribute of affectionate 
regard to the man for whom the Anglo-Jewish Association was always in the 
very forefront of his consciousnéss, and to whom it owes a considerable part 
of its preseut utility and position. Turning now from the dead to the living, 
and from the past to the present, | am bound to say that while the condition 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, so far as it is a body dealing with quasi- 
political matters, continues to be satisfactory, its condition, so far as it is a 
body dealing with education, fills me with considerable apprehension. Let, 
me, however, say a word about the satisfactory portion first. 

Foreign Work. 

There certainly never was a time in which greater interest was shown in 
the affairs and destinies of our brethren in the East than now—always 
excepting education. Whether the zeal shown is always according to know- 
ledge may, indeed, be doubted. But I do not think that the zeal itself, even 
though it be not always wise, is to be rejected or despised. And may I here 
state how harmoniously the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board of 
Deputies work together in such matters as fall within the province and 
cognisance of the Conjoint Committee? When that body meets, there is 
almost invariably a good attendance and an animated and intelligent dis- 
cussion. There is no difficulty in securing interest, and whatever may lie in 
store for the Conjoint Committee to do, or whatever increase in its work may 
fall to its lot, I believe it will prove adequate for the duties which may over- 
take it. The community may be confident that the Conjoint Committee will 
not relax its vigilance or its efforts whenever the chance arises for improving 
the condition of our brethren in the East, or for preventing any fresh 
calamities which threaten to befall them. The Committee is in full touch 
with public opinion, though its meetings are, for obvious reasons, not open 
to the public, It is recruited from two bodies which are popularly elected, 
and subject, in the jargon of the day, to popular control. And it will, I trust, 
long continue to reflect the good sense, the dignity and the unselfish zeal of 
the Anglo-Jewish community as a whole. If I may adda personal word, I 
should like to state how greatly indebted I am, as a sort of joint chairman 
and leader of that Committee, to the energy, the watchful care, and the 
loyalty of my colleague, Mr. Alexander, the President of the Board of 
Deputies. 

The Educational Outlook. 


When, however, I turn from the work and prospects of the Conjoint to 
the educational prospects and work of the Association, I confess that I do 
feel some amount of anxiety and disappointment. For here our work does 
not expand as it ought to expand ; the interest which the community shows 
is extremely meagre, and the Prasident of this Association, so far as it has 
to do with education, is bound to say—perhaps it is his own fault~that he is 
the President of an unpopular society. The year after I became the head of 
this Association—that is in 1897—-the London subscriptions amounted to 
nearly £800. If the burdens that lie upon the Jews of London are greater 
now than they were in 187, the wealth or the spending power of the com- 
munity is greater too. Yet the subscriptions this year have fallen since 
1897 by £135. Instead of £790), they reach only £655. This fall is undoubtedly 
disheartening. I will not dwell on it unduly, because my words will not be 
read by anybody who will seek to repair the evil: I merely chronicle a 
gloomy and significant fact. Even since last year there has been a drop of 
£46. As regards the Branches, the subscriptions have shown a good deal of 


vacillation, the reasons for which it would take too long to explain. In the 


year 1897 they amounted to £642, last year they were £547, this year they are 
£619. I have repeatedly stated that I fully recognise the difficulties under 
which the Branches labour. Still I venture to think that. both in Great 
Britain and in the Empire as a whole, they could and should do somewhat 
more than now they do for a cause which I still maintain to be urgent, 
worthy and important.

Nor should it be hard to understand and realise that, 
for a large number of our brethren, good education can still only be obtained 
if outsiders—the Jews of the West—come to their aid.

THE JEWS AND THE JUBILEE CELEBRATIONS. 


The jubilee week has gone, and one can now estimate the impression 
which the festivities made in Jewish circles. There can be no doubt that the 
Jews who have taken a leading part in the philanthropic work which is to 
celebrate the Emperor's jubilee have been very badly treated in the matter 
of decorations, It is only fair to say that the blame for this must not be 
attributed to the Monarch, who in such matters acts solely on the advice of 
his ministers. Whenever the Emperor himself spoke he was perfectly just, 


and made no invidious discriminations, The racial virtues of the Jews have 


never been described more succinctly than they were in the reply which the 
Emperor made to the-address of the leader of the deputation of the Austrian 
Jewish community, Dr. Alfred Stern. ‘ Loyalty to the throne, exalted family 
life, joyous philantbropy “-- these are the words of recognition which are not 
only applicable to the Jews of Austria, but may refer to the Jewish race as a 
whole. These words of the Emperor, in view of the present critical times 
in which the Jews of Austria live, and having regard to the uncertainty 
with which their future is fraught, possess great significance. The Emperor 
has, from the steps of the throne refuted all the ecalumnious Jew-baiters who 
allege against the Jews lack of patriotism, want of civic stability, and 
empty charity. And the kmperor remained consistent. In all the speeches 
which he delivered to various political and religious deputations during the 
week of homage, he did not forget to point to the fact that the granting of 


equality to all nations and creeds took place during his reign. It is indeed 


necessary to remind some of these people that this equality is vouchsafed by 
law, inasmuch as it seems to be frequently overlooked. Among the four 
thousand persons who have been decorated are about one hundred Jews, 
most of whom have received minor distinctions. The majority, of course, are 
decorated not as Jews but in various professional and public capacities. The 
President of the Austrian Jewish community, Dr. Alfred Stern, refused a 
decoration. Among the recipients of Orders is the Vice-President of the 
Austro-Hungarian Chamber of Commerce in London, Herr Emil Hecht, who 
receives the Cross of Knight of the Francis Joseph Order. 


AN INTERPELLATION ON ZIONISM. 

(‘onsiderable amusement has been aroused in the Hungarian Parliament 
by an interpellation addressed to the Minister of Education by an anti- 
Semitic Deputy named Smrecsinyi, who drew attention to the fact that a 
number of professors at the State Universities belonged to the Zionist move- 
ment. His speech in support of the motion contained a great number of 
inaccuracies, which aroused the merriment of the House. Thus he referred 
to Dr. Nordau as Nordau and said that the Hungarian Jews wanted ‘*o leave 
the country en masse and go toa land of their own. Apparently the inter- 
pellation was a reply to the action of some leading Budapest Jews who 
complained of the anti-Semitic activity of a gymnasium teacher. There is a 
Hungarian proverb: “If you whack my Jews, I'll whack yours.” 

PRAGUE, December 6th. 

The riots which had been allowed to go on for more than seven weeks 
have at last been stopped by the proclamation of Martial Law in this city 
and its suburbs. It is true that, unlike the riots of 1897, this year’s outbursts 
of stirred-up passion were directed against Germans and German buildings 
and had no anti-Semitic character. The fact that Jewish students, and even 
some non-students, were cruelly treated by the mob is well established, but 
they suffered as Germans, or supposed Germans, not as Jews. As long as the 
‘Germans ” fella victim to the Czech fury nothing, or almost nothing, was done 
to put an end to that European seandal. It was not until a number of police- 
men were seriously wounded that the Government made up its mind to take 
the drastic measure of proclaiming Martial Law. In some small towns in the 
Cvech part of Bohemia (Neubidschow, Bushtiehrad) anti-German and anti- 
Semitic disturbances of minor importance have taken place.

Lustig, postmaster in Kardasch-Retshitsh, near Prague. The distinction of 
the Golden Cross of Merit was bestowed upon Mathias Beck, representative 
of the city of Prague in the German section of the Bohemian Educational 
Board, and Joseph Lederer, Inspector of Police. The title of Imperial Coun- 
cillor was conferred upon Dr. Alfred Bastyrsch, Dr. Julius Braun, both of 
Prague, Karl Fischmann, manufacturer in Teplitz (Bohemia), Alfred Gintz, of 
Reichenau (Bohemia), Rudolf Grab, President of the Cultusgemeinde Smichow

M. PURISHKEWITCH AND THE BRODSKY TRIAL. 

‘he Kieff Real Russians have received a wire from M. Purishkewitch, in 
which the latter announced his intention to die rather than allow the “two 
murderers,” Brodsky, to escape penal servitude, “ Russia,’ added the leader of 
the black Hundreds, “is not France, and we shall not allow any Dreyfus cases 
here. fam convinced that justice suffered here at the expense of Jewish 
cold.” He also asked his Kieff friend for further details of the trial and for 
particulars. of the murder of the “Imperial servants" by the Brodskys, in 
order to enable him to interpellate the Government on the subject. Heended 
up his communication by insisting that the Kiel! Real Russians should compel 
the publie prosecutor to appeal against the verdict. Count Uvaroff has given 
notice of his intention to question the Duma on the legality of the interven- 
tion of M. Purishkewitch in legal matters. That has not prevented the 
leader of the Black Hundreds from taking a publie oath in the lobby of the 
Lower House that the two brothers Brodsky would soon find themselves in 
prison again. The deputies of the Left protested against his conduct, 
deeming it highly insulting to the Russian Courts of Justice. Meanwhile, 
the Kieff Public Prosecutor has announced that he was unable to appeal 
against the verdict, in view of the fact that the legal time limit for such 
appeals has already been exceeded. The Kieff Black Hundreds have, never- 
theless, despatched one of their leaders, Yusefowitch, to St. Petersburg, in 
order to acquaint M. Purishkewitech with the details of the case. 


RESIGNATION OF GENERAL TOLMATCHEFF. 
The Governor-General of Odessa is tendering his resignation on account 
{a shooting affray between a policeman and an officer. The Black Hundreds 
are trying their utmost to retain General Tolmatchetf at his post, but the 


Government is understood to have already nominated the former master of 
the police at Warsaw, Nolkin, in his place,

The Polish Press is now considering the scheme of local Government in 
its relation to the Jews inhabiting Poland. The old project provided that all 
citizens, without any distinction, could vote in the elections and stand as can- 
didates for the local Board so long as they could read and write Polish. Now, 
however, the Bill is considered too liberal. The Clericals demand the total 
e\clusion of the Jews from the vote, whereas the more progressive leaders 
ropose to divide the electors into religious categories and to give the Poles 
such privileges, as would destroy all chances of Jews emerging successfully 
troin the elections. 

Phe Slovo even reports a statement of M. Ciutehkoff at an Octobrist 
mecting that the main clause of the recent secret agreement, concluded

between the Polish deputies and the Oectobrists, was an undertaking by the 
latter toexclude the Jews from the Local Government bill for Poland. The 
Polish deputies, however, raised objections to the publication of the 


statement, and M. Gutehkoff has since withdrawn it. 


DEATH OF RABBI ZILKOFF. 

The death is announced of the well-known Warsaw Rabbi, Dr. Zilkoly, 
who had for several years oceupied the position of a leader of the pro-Polish 
vement amongst the Jews. His congregation were renowned as * Poles of 
‘Law of Moses,” and they always conducted a strong agitation in favour 
ssimilation. His eloquent sermons have been published in book-form. 

THE MOSCOW JEWS.

| KONOVNITZIN’S PETITION. 

The leader «f the Odessa Real Russians, Count Konovnitzin, has gone to 
St. Petersburg in order to acquaint the ministers with the demands of the 
conference which was recently held at Odessa. He took with him a special 
petition addressed to the Government, begging the Cabinet. to deprive the 
Russian Jews of all social rights and to introduce a new series of laws 
restrieting their trade and industry.. A similar statement has also been 


addressed to the Tsar. 
EDUCATIONAL NEWS. | 

The Kasan authorities have, at the request of M. Niselovitch, allowed 
forty-live Jewish pharmaceutical students to remain in the city until the 
completion of their examinations. The petition of the deputy with reference 
to the Jewish non-matriculated students has been forwarded to the St. 
Petersburg University, and it will there await the decision of the professors. 
This is regarded as a sign that the Government is anxious to remove the had 
impression, which the recent rebuff of M. Niselovitch had created.

AN. INTERVIEW WITH M. NISELOVITCH. nee 
In spite of the general opinion which is current that the recent adminis- 
trative measures of the Government have rendered the Jewish situation more 
hopeless than ever, M. Niselovitch, the Jewish member of the Duma, 
4pparently retains his unquenchable optimism and is full of assurances that 
the majority of the Duma, including members of the Extreme Right, are 
favourable to the Jewish cause, and only await an opportunity of testifying 
to their sympathy. It is difficult to see how M. Niselovitch can remain under 
this delusion in the light of actual facts, which render an interview he 
recently granted to a representative of the Nova (Gazeta rather ludicrous. 
Asked whether any change had been made in the percentage regulations 
or admission to educational institutions, M. Niselovitch replied : “ No altera- 
tion of principle has been made, and although M. Schwarz obtained imperial 


approval of the percentage, the .regulations are really more inconvenient for 
the educational authorities than they are for the Jews. Formerly the 
M inister was able to grant admissions above the normal when good grounds 
existed ; now he is unable to do so although it is often urgently necessary.” 
_ M. Niselovitch added that he had personally waited on the Assistant 
Minister of Edueation, Uljanoff, with a ease in which the oilicial agreed it 
was one. for exceptional treatment, which, however, could not be given. In 
M. Niselovitch’s opinion the present harsh restrictions will eease to be valid 
after the removal of the present Minister. He thought that the situation of 
the Jews had not taken a turn for the worse. :

ANNUAL MEETING, 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


The annual meeting of the subscribers of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
was held on Sunday at the Central Synagogue Chambers. There were 
present

The PRESIDENT delivered the following 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 


After an interval of two years I have once more to move the adoption of 
our report at a London meeting. Before I pass to a few observations upon 
that document, I must briefly allude to the death of two more of the small 

surviving number of those who were connected with this Association from 
its foundation. Mr. Alfred Henriques held for some years the post which is 
now so worthily occupied by my friend, Mr. Kisch. He always showed great 
interest in our work, and during the time that he was an active member of 
the Council, and Chairman of the Executive Committee, he put his keen 
intelligence to the full service of the Association. Our second loss is that 
of our beloved old friend, Dr. Lowy. I will not here recapitulate all that he 
was and did for our Association. It would take too long, and has been said 
too often. But I cannot let this last opportunity go by without a word of 
gratitude and acknowledgment. We shall not soon see his like again in 


character and attainments ; nor in the stress and hurry of our modern lives, : 


will the Association soon possess again a worker so eager, so untiring, so 
capable, or one who thought so continuously and constantly about its 
welfare and development. It is a happy thing for any institution when it 
possesses a worker or servant, with whom it occupies the first and central 
place in his thought and labours. This Association is undoubtedly important 
enough that one man-—it were best that that one man were its President 

should give up to it almost his whole time and thought and care. The Presi- 
dent of to-day cannot, or does not, do that; lLonly hope that the President of 
to-morrow will. Meanwhile, let us once more pay our tribute of affectionate 
regard to the man for whom the Anglo-Jewish Association was always in the 
very forefront of his consciousness, and to whom it owes a considerable part 
of its preseut utility and position. Turning now from the dead to the living, 
and from the past to the present, | am bound to say that while the condition 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, so far as it is a body dealing with «uasi- 
political matters, continues to be satisfactory, its condition, so far as it is a 
body dealing with education, fills me with considerable apprehension. Let, 


‘me, however, say a word about the satisfactory portion first. 


Foreign Work. 

There certainly never was a time in which greater interest was shown in 
the affairs and destinies of our brethren in the East than now~— always 
excepting education. Whether the zeal shown is always according to know- 
ledge may, indeed, be doubted. But I do not think that the zeal itself, even 
though it be not always wise, is to be rejected or despised. And may I here 
state. how harmoniously the Anglo-Jewish Association and the board of 
Deputies work together in such matters as fall within the province and 
cognisance of the Conjoint Committee? When that body meets, there is 
almost invariably a good attendance and an animated and intelligent dis- 
cussion. There is no difficulty in securing interest, and whatever may lie in 
store for the Conjoint Committee to do, or whatever increase in its work may 
fall to its lot, I believe it will prove adequate for the duties which may over- 
take it. The community may be confident that the Conjoint Committee will 


not relax its vigilance or its efforts whenever the chance arises for improving 


the condition of our brethren in the East, or for preventing any fresh 
calamities which threaten to befall them. The Committee is in full touch 
with public opinion, though its meetings are, for obvious reasons, not open 
to the public. It is recruited from two bodies which are popularly elected, 
and subject, in the jargon of the day, to popular control. And it will, I trust, 
long continue to reflect the good sense, the dignity and the unselfish zeal of 
the Anglo-Jewish community as a whole. If I may adda personal word, I 
should like to state how greatly indebted I am, asa sort of joint chairman 
and leader of that Committee, to the energy, the watchful care, and the 
loyalty of my colleague, Mr. Alexander, the President of the Board of 
Deputies. 
The Educational Outlook. 
When, however, I turn from the work and prospects of the Conjoint to 


the educational prospects and work of the Association, I confess that I do 


feel some amount of anxiety and disappointment. For here our work does 
not expand as it ought to expand ; the interest which the community shows 
is extremely meagre, and the President of this Association, so far as it has 
to do with education, is.bound to say—perhaps it is his own fault'— that he is 
the President of an unpopular society. The year after I became the head of 
this Association-—that is in 1897--the London subscriptions amounted to 
nearly £800. If the burdens that lie upon the Jews of London are greater 
now than they were in 18'7, the wealth or the spending power of the com- 
munity is greater too. Yet the subscriptions this year have fallen since 
1897 by £135. Instead of £790, they reach only (655. This fall is undoubtedly 
disheartening. [I will not dwell on it unduly, because my words will not be 
read by anybody who will seek to repair the evil: I merely chronicle a 
gloomy and significant fact. Even since last year there has been a drop of 


£46. As regards the Branches, the subscriptions have shown a good deal of 


vacillation, the reasons for which it would take too long to explain. In the 
year 1897 they amounted to £642, last year they were £547, this year they are 
£619. I have repeatedly stated that I fully recognise the difficulties under 
which the Branches labour. Still I venture to think that both in Great 
Britain and in the Empire as a whole, they could and should do somewhat 
more than now they do for a cause which | still maintain to be urgent, 
worthy and important. | 
The Turkish Revolution. 


It is unnecessary in the abstract in any company of Jews to sing the 
praises of education. Nor should it be hard to understand and realise that, 
for a large number of our brethren, good education can still only be obtained 
if outsiders—the Jews of the West—come to their aid. Indeed it may 
reasonably and accurately be urged that just at the present juncture educa- 
tion—-wise religious and secular education—is more needed than ever, 
especially in that Empire where, as a matter of fact, three-quarters of our 
grants are expended. It is possible that the amazing revolution in Turkey, 


which will constitute perhaps the most momentous political event of ourage 
may ultimately lead to a condition of things in which there will he no 
necessity for France or Germany or England to continue, or to subsidise, 


voluntary schools for Jewish girls and boys within the Turkish Empire. py; 


’ that day must necessarily be still distant. And till it comes, there is || the 


more need that the Jews should be prepared to play a worthy part ii the 
development of that huge country. We want them to do so both as sane 
Turkish citizens and as sane religious Jews, and if we in England desire to 
give practical effect to that want, the best, perhaps even the only, way we 
ean do it is by liberal subscriptions and donations to the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. 
Subventions to Schools. | 

In the year 1897 we made grants to twenty-one schools, and in the 
year 1907 we also made grants to twenty-one schools, though five of the se}jsols 
in 1897 are other than five of the schools in 1907. Botoshani, Jassy, 
Philippopolis, Rustchuk and Broussa have given place to Alexandria, Tantah, 
Tangier, Beyrout and Monastir. I freely admit, though it is also a source of 
added anxiety, that the grants given for schools in 1907 exceeded by ©3371 the 
grants given in 1897. But surely the ten years should have shown a greater 
expansion! Now it is not for us, who do so little, to criticise the Alliance 
Israelite, who do so much. You all know that a considerable proportion of 
our money- -this year it was £1,329 out of £5,043 —is given as grants in aid— 
either for general or special purposes —to the schools of the Alliance. Every 
now and then rumours reach us as to the Alliance schools. Doubtless these 
institutions are not perfect. Both on the religious and the secular side 
and perhaps rather on the former side than the ' latter —-they are susceptible 
of improvement. But when we think of the immense difficulties with 
which a vast organisation such as the Alliance has to contend, we must not be 
surprised at deficiencies. We must rather be grateful at the results so far 
obtained and at the good so far accomplished. If We from London could 
increase that paltry £1,529 four or fivefold, I do not hesitate to say that, both 
directly and indirectly, we might do something to increase the educational 
efficiency of the Alliance schools. Those who want to improve them have it 
to some extent within their own power. The Central Committee of the 
Alliance by no means take up the position that their schools are perfect, and 
need no improvement. They are not impervious to public opinion, particu- 
larly if that public opinion is likely to add to, or decrease, the yearly 
income. They have recently formed and sent out a special commission to 
inspect and report upon a number of their schools. As the members of that 
commission include two rabbis—M. Israel Levi, of Paris, and Dr. Porges, of 
Leipzig—I feel confident that the religious side of the school-life and work 
will not be lost sight of. But if our subsidy to the Alliance had been £5,110 
instead of £1,329, I have little doubt that a seat upon that commission would 
have been offered to an Englishman, In such direct relation stand your vifts 


to your influence and your control. 


English Teaching. 

I sometimes feel as if, had it so happened, or were it so to happen, 
the Anglo-Jewish Association were possessed of large resources, we should 
be specially fitted to look after and control the education of Eastern children, 
The enfranchised Jew, we all know, is apt to adopt quickly the virtues and 
vices of the people with whom he lives. Now Englishmen are certainly more 
successful than other races in their management of, and relations with, 
Eastern communities. It might well be that English Jews or an Anglo-Jewish 
Association would, if the money were provided, make a great success of 


Eastern schools. I would that English Jews would give us or themselves 


the chance. There are those who think that we ought to devote all our 
resources, meagre though they be, to our own schools. They would like that 
the £1,,00 a year: which is allocated to other schools (including the £1,:)2) 
to the Alliance) should be used, let us say, in starting one: more school of our 
own. [am not converted to this opinion, for I hold that our grant in aid to 
the Alliance gives us.a certain influence, however small, over the conduct of 
that institution. Moreover, our friendly relations with, and the help we 
have rendered to, the Alliance are of long standing, and I, for one, should be 
loth to disturb them. And, lastly, the special contributions which we make 
to the teaching of English in the Alliance schools has proved of real vali, 
as our present report markedly shows in the case of Smyrna, to a consider- 
able number of Eastern children. 1 only wish we had the money to send 
good English teachers to the East. In spite of various failures and dis- 


appointments, | still cling to the belief that English masters and mistresses 


would not only be the best instructors of the language, but could often 
exercise an important influence for good upon the whole school. But there 
are three great obstacles to the plan, and, as a matter of fact, there are very 
few Englishmen at present in the service of the Alliance. The first obstacle 
is that, according to English ideas, the Alliance works its teachers too hard 
and especially too hard for Europeans in hot Eastern lands. The second 
obstacle is that we have not enough money to pay the teachers properly, s0 
as to make it worth a trained teacher's while to take up this lonely life in a 
foreign country ; and the third obstacle is that, if we look for help outside 
the ranks of the professionals, the missionary spirit and ardour, which stirs 
and stimulates so many Christians to a life of heroic self-sacrifice and 
endeavour, is amongst modern Jews of the West almost entirely wanting. 


A Threefold Cord. 

I have said that I would not like to spend the £1,500 upon another schoo! 
of our own. But Iam not sorry that the other £1,500 out of our £3,000 is so 
employed, even though I venture to think that the expenditure per head in 
one of those schools is, perhaps, a little excessive, and should, if possible, !e 
somewhat reduced. I wish there were thirty schools instead of three, Wut 
that their number is small should not render our interest in those schoo!s 
less, or weaken our desire to make each one of them as efficient as they 
possibly can be. I go further, and say, that human nature being what it is, 
it is impossible not to feel more interest in a school of one’s own, or a schoo! 
for which one is directly responsible, than for a school towards which, one 
only givesa small grant in aid. Turning now to the three schools in question, 


I would call your attention to the short report of Mr. Gardner, a member of | 


the Cheltenham Edueation Authority, upon the Mogador school. “The work 
done,” he says, “in the different classes seemed to me quite excellent, and 1) 
some some respects superior to that found in our English elementary schools. 
It is only due to Mrs. Corcos, the headmistress, who in a time of constant 
anxiety and disturbance, is still doing all she can for the welfare of the 
school, that public attention should be drawn’ to Mr. Gardner's words. (ur 
subvention to the school is only £240 for 225 pupils; 1 wish it could be 
increased. In India, the B’nei Israel School has lost the services of Mr. 
Haeem Samuel, who for so many years devoted himself to its interests. Mr. 
Samuel died only a month or two ago, in his eightieth year ; he had played 4 
great part, the value of which it would be hard to over-estimate, in the past 
history of the school. At the present time the school has been re-organised 
and placed under the supervision of a local Committee. We greatly hope 
that both its numbers and its efliciency will before long be considerably 
augmented, and that it will be of increasing value to the B'’nei Israel com- 
munity. If the local Committee do their part for the improvement of the 
school, I earnestly hope that we in England shall do ours. At present we 
only send £200 for the education of 290 children. Lastly, I come to the 
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:yelina School in Jerusalem, where the numbers amount to 620 girls and 
infants on the rolls. The school is, I admit, expensive, though I am not 


without hope that the annual expenditure may, in the course of time, be 
somewhat reduced, But there are many reasons which make it inevitable 
that a good girl’s school in Jerusalem must always be expensive, and if we 
sompare our subsidy to this school with our subsidy to Bombay, we have to 
remeber that the Bombay school receives large grants from Government 
and considerable donations from local sources. Its cost per child was last 
vear | rupees. In Jerusalem the Association, supplemented by the munifi- 
sent donation of £900 a year from Messrs. Rothschild, has to bear almost the 
rotal upkeep of the school. 
The Evelina School. 
more remark I desire to make about the Evelina School. It is 


notorious that the present building is wholly unsuited for 600 children.  1t 
s overcrowded ‘and insanitary. Such a state of things is bad for the 


jildven and bad for the teachers. Neither the one nor the other can do 
rhemselves full Justice ; they are working under conditions which are a 
strain pon the health, the. temper and the mind. After prolonged discus- 
sions the Council decided that the best and least expensive thing to do would 
pe to build a fresh, suitable, up-to-date school-building in our present grounds 
ind to turn the existing premises into a dwelling-house for the staff. | may 
remind you that the present building was never built for a school; it was the 


dwelling-house, the residence, of the Patriarch of Jerusa‘em. We have the 
plans ol this new building all ready and prepared ; ourarchiteet, Mr. Delissa 


Josep, sent out a qualified assistant to Jerusalem, and on the basis of his 
jetailed and professional report, the new plans have been devised.

upon the immense proportion of the total Jewish population of the world who 
must, perforce, still inhabit that ill-governed Empire, we shall not regard 
such ear-marking as illegitimate. | 

The Russian Situation. 

The policy of the “Ica” as regards Russia’ is well known. We assist— 
though not financially, for that would be impossible and undesirable —we 
assist emigration where we can, and direct it into suitable channels. We 
try to give varied, though not eleemosynary, help to the huge population 
who must still remain within the dark and inhospitable pale. The extension 
of the popular loan banks, which have been so useful in Galicia, into Russia, 
has proved a very great success. No money is really lost, and from all sides 
we hear that the amount of good we achieve is most satisfactory. Far more 
complicated and difficult is the question of schools. I cannot enter into it 
here. So far, the large annual expenditure has not been productive of large 
results. I do not think that this comparative lack of success—-for some 


success there has been and is—is due so much to the faults of individuals—I - 


wish it were—as to the intolerable difficulty and wretchedness of the whole 
Situation. You know only too well that the Russian outlook remains dark, 
gloomy and unrelieved for our unfortunate coreligionists. The forces of 
reaction, intolerance, misanthropy, the abominable machinations of religious 
hatreds, continue unchecked and unabated. There have been, it is true, in 
the last year, no pogroms upon a large scale to which the attention of the 
civilised world is compelled to be drawn. But all the more safely 
it would seem ean the various authorities within or above the law pursue 
their policy of persecution in detail, a policy which is perhaps more terrible, 
more cunning, and more disastrous in its effects than anything which has yet 
taken place. It is no wonder that thesaying, “ the Jewish question in Russia 
can only be solved in Russia,” however justified, is met, both within and 
Without Russia, with some derision and impatience and incredulity. “How 
long, O Lord, how long ?” is the ery upon lips made despairing, or unbeliev- 
ing. by long drawn-out torment and misery. Whether the wonderful change 
in Turkey may ultimately be of help, either in one way or another, to the

Prospects of Emancipation. 
Naturally to some of us it is a bitter thing that one should have to speak 
80 despondently, fifty years after our own complete emancipation in England 
‘has been achieved. ‘The proud ideal contained in the simple words “ English-

man of the Jewish faith,” that proud ideal, realised in Kngl 
ago, and still proudly and lovingly maintained to-day, we had hoped would 
become the realised or realisable ideal for every country in Kurope. Perhaps 
we had not measured sufliciently the honest passion for liberty and equality 
of the Anglo-Saxon race on the one hand, the intolerance and sluggish 
growth and virulent hatreds of many races upon the other. Or perhaps more 
temperately it may be said we had not taken human nature sulliciently into 
account, * The heart.” says the prophet Jeremiah, “is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked: who can. know it?” A new generation has 
grown up in England, a generation which has not known and lived with 
those who worked and triumphed for emancipation and its ideals. Thev bave 
not known those fine Knglishmen and ardent Jews, those gracious English 
ladies and ardent Jewesses, who were our leaders in the forties aud the 
fifties, the promoters and witnesses of our present liberties and happiness. 
The ideal, “ Englishmen of the Jewish faith,” is not to them bone of their 
bone and spirit of their spirit. To the older men and women amongst us, and 
especially to those few, who like myself, lived and grew up among the leaders 
of the ‘oS triumph, and imbibed their ideals from their very mother’s milk, the 
gloomy. outlook for the translation of that ideal into Russia and Roumania 
to say nothing of Austria and Germany, is profoundly dispiriting. As | have 
just said, before all theories, even before their own unquenchable ideal, they 
must put the elementary welfare of their brethren. Yet the ideal remains, 
and though the wheels of God vrind slowly, I still have faith that at the last 
the grinding will be achieved. In that spirit, then ~recognising the 
imperious demands and necessities of the present, but still believing in the 
ultimate triumph of the old ideals —1, for one, shall seek to guide the policy of 
this Association, and | now ask its friends to adopt and approve its report, 
and to rally, with sorely-needed and increased energy, 
defence.

In compliance with the request of the Board of Deputies, the Executive Com- 
mittee recommend the payment of £55 to the Board in connection with the salaries of 
teachers at the late English Boys’ School at Mogador. Mr. S. Weinstein, who wes 
headmaster at that school. is now teaching English at the school of the Alliance in the 
same town. 

The Alliance Israelite has sent acopy of a letter received from the Grand Vizier 
of Morocco, who has promised his protection to its schools in the city of Marrakesh. 
The letter has been published in the Jewish Press. | 

In the year 1906, a school for girls, at which English occupies a prominent place in 
the curriculum, was established at Salonica. The Council at the time voted £50 
towards the initial expenses. The school, however, labours under a deficit of £100, and 
in view of the good work it is performing, the Chief Rabbi of Salonica has appealed 
fora grant to help the school in meeting its liability. Having regard to the state of 
the funds. the Executive Committee do not feel justitied iu recommending a higher 
amount than £20. 

£55 was voted towards the salary of the English teacher at the Mogador 
Boys’ School and £20 towards the Girls’ School in Salonica. The latter grant 
was strongly supported by Mr. E. N, ADLER and the HAHAM, who drew attention 
to the encouragement given to modern education by Rabbi Jacob Meir, the 
Haham Bashi of Salonica. |

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH 
| Mr. A RAPHAEL. HEADMASTER OF THE JEWS’ HOSPITAL 
AND ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


The Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum is appealing for £10,000, Within 
a few days of the festival dinner which is to be held next Wednesday a con- 
siderable sum has still to be subscribed. It was in the hope that a brief 
description of the work of the institution 
from the lips of the man who has done 
most to make it a success might help in 
inducing some of those who have not 
responded to the appeal to do so that 
a representative of the Jewish Chronicle 
sought an interview with Mr. A. 
Raphael, the indefatigable Headmaster. 
Mr. Raphael was appointed Head- 
master of the Asylum eighteen years 
ago (having previously been Headmaster 
of the Liverpool Jewish Schools), and. Mrs. 
Raphael has acted as Matron during the 
same period. ‘Mr. Raphael would be the 
first to say that much of the success he 
has achieved must be ascribed to the 
loving sympathy and devotion with 
which his able help-meet has seconded 
his efforts. 

Passing up the fine drive leading to the main entrance of the noble 
pile at West Norwood some workmen were seen to be engaged on some 
sculptural work in the garden. This, Mr. Raphael explained, was a fountain 
which is to be erected in accordance with the terms of a bequest made to the 
institution by the late Mrs. Henry Behrend (wife of Dr. Behrend, at one time 
President of the Asylum), who left a considerable sum for the purpose of 
erection of two fountains, one at the junetion of Oxford Street and Regent 
Street and one in the grounds of the Norwood institution. 

‘In answer to a question as to his length of service, Mr. Raphael replied : 

“Mrs. Raphael and | have been here eighteen years, a longer term: than 
any of our predecessors.” 

Whom did you sueceed ? 

“The late Rev. S. H. Harris.” 

It is a fact, is it not, that you receive into your wonderful mill very poor 
material ? 

* Yes, both physically and educationally. Our children are taken from 
the poorest surroundings, and, having been deprived: of their natural 
guardians at an early age, are often the victims of considerable neglect. 
It is a source of great pride and gratitication to me that by the time the boys 
and girls leave school they are in no way behind other children of the same 
age, and in some respeéts are superior.” | 

Can you tell me first what is done for the physical education of the 
children 

“Every child on entering the school is subjected to a very caretul 
medical examination, and | should like to pay a tribute to our veteran 
medical ofticer, De. Soper, who has been connected with the institution ever 
since it has been at Norwood~— nearly fifty years. It sometimes happens that 
when a child is examined it is found that its condition is such that it would 
endanger the health or comfort of the other children, and we have to reject 
it, much against our will. In less severe cases we admit children on proba- 
tion, and if the progress made be satisfactory it is retained. We have 
a very extensive system of weighing and measuring. Kach child passes 
periodically under review. If it does not. improve on the previous record 
the case is referred to the doctor, who advises. We have two infirmary 
wards, one for boys and one for girls. I am happy to say they are rarely 
requisitioned. At the present moment we have only one boy on the sick list 
and he is nursing a toe hurt at football. Ourdentist does magnificent work, 
and, although a non-Jew, gives up his Sunday mornings to us. We are also 
eareful to see that the children with defective eyesight are supplied with 
glasses.” 

You go in for drill a great deal ? 

“Yes, 1 am a great believer in military drill.

We joined the Jewrsh 


Lads’ Brigade, and I think I am eorreet in saying that the Norwood Company 


is one of the great assets of the Brigade. When we joined, our boys were the 
youngest and smallest boys in the Brigade. The first year there was a com- 
petition we won all three banners and the Champion Cup. So sweeping was 
our success that a regulation was forthwith made that no company should 
take more than one banner, and a compensation banner was given to the next 
company of those we had so signally beaten. We have one advantage over 
other companies in that we are able to make long marches every week. We 
have even gone as far as Whitechapel, which is quite a feat of pedestrianism 
for young school-boys. The girls also shine at drill, and we have lately 
introduced the old English dances, which the youngsters enjoy immensely 
and which have excellent physical effects.” 
You are also successful in sports ? 


go to all parts of London for matches. This travelling about I regard as an 
important feature in our work. Inthe olden days the boys were too much 
cooped up within the walls of the institution and saw very little of the out- 
side world until they left. We have now practically eradicated the 
‘institution taint,’ and our lads are no longer the helpless, isolated, little 
creatures they once were.” ie 
Now as to the educational work, can you describe its main features ? 
“The great things we aim at are to quicken the intelligence of the 
children and to make them of practical utility. Besides the ordinary class- 
work, both boys and girls help in the house-work.. Thus we have our own 
electric-light engines, and one or two boys are at work every week under the 
supervision of the engineer. One of our boys who had acquired quite a lot 
of information in that way, recently received an excellent appointment with 
a leading firm of Scotch engineers. Our boys themselves made the plant for 
collecting waste steam and returning it to the boilers. This is very useful, 
inasmuch as the distilled water protects the boilers from the calcareous 
deposits which result from the use of ordinary water. Then we have a 
carpentry workshop, which is under the supervision of one of the best 
carpentry instructors in England. Our Succah is built by the boys. It is 
on wheels, and when it is not wanted it is placed by the lodge gate. At 
festival time it is wheeled up to the front of the building, electric light is 


earsieg in, and we have quite a jolly little Suecah. The boys also help in the 
garden.” \ 


And the girls ? 
“The girls afe given a thoroughly practical domesti¢ education. We 
have our own steam laundry, and the girls become thorpughly competent

observant and intelligent youngster, and he surprised me last week hy | 
drawing my attention to a structural fault in one of the walls whieh. 
if it had not been arrested in time, might have resulted in consider:}!¢ 
damage. He made the discovery in quite a business-like way. [ie 
knew that we had had trouble of the same sort before, and he 
experimentally tapped some tiles and found that several were oy 
the point of coming away from the wall. Reading and recitation are 
a strong feature of our work. Most of my staff come from the North, 
and I find that their accent acts as just the right corrective for the East k),q 
accent, which is very barbarous if allowed to go unchecked. Some of the 
children have remarkably-fine voices and clear enunciation, and IT am oftey 
myself amazed at what they areable todo. The other day the children ¢& 
up an entertainment of their own. The girls played the Trial Scene fri. 
tae ‘Merchant of Venice,’ and one young lady, arrayed in my college «4; 
and gown, made a splendid Portia. The boys gave the rehearsal scene froiy

fection. I have never enjoyed a show more. Good speaking so much 
improves a child's chances of later advancement, that I give ever 
encouragement to this side of our work.” | 

What about the moral aspects of the work ? 

“IT think I can say that the esprit de corps and the tone of the sehoor 
are very high indeed. Wearea very happy family, and the children are «|! 
very much attached tooneanother. Wehavea system by which each younger 
child is assigned to the careof an older one who ‘ fathers’ it or ‘ mothers i: 
as the case may be. It works excellentlyyand the little boys and girls really 
have a fine time. The Government Inspector is always amazed at my punis))- 
ment sheet, which is more often than not a blank. Offences during schow! 
hours are practically unknown here. We have a nice little synagogue, ani

ordinary morning prayers every day. We are an orthodox community, but | 
always tell my flock Lam‘ Chief Rabbi’ here you know~ that there are tw 
sorts of orthodoxy, and that punctiliousness in religious customs witho 
cleanliness of mind and body is the wrong sort.” 

Can you give me any striking instances of the sort of case the Asylum 
receives ? | 

“ Oae particularly occurs tome. We havea boy and girl whose parents 
as well as other brothers and sisters were burnt alive. A little boy w: 
came to be examined this morning never knew his father, who died toi: 
months before he was born, and he was early deprived of his mother’s care, 
as she met with a terrible end ina scalding accident. We have a boy ani 
girl whose parents lost theirlives in the Kishineff pogrom. The boy is quit: 
a little Englishman now, and the girl is making excellent progress.” 

Do the children have holidays ? | 

“Yes. The Lads’ Brigade boys go to camp, and we havea large holiday 
home at Margate. It can accommodate only fifty children at a time, and i’ 
takes four months before all the children have had their holiday, and thes 
the stall have to have theirs. This rather disorganises our work for 
considerable part of the year, a fact which is not generally recognised.” 

The institation does a great deal in helping the pupils after they leave. 
does it not ? 

‘Yes, this is a very gratifying feature of our work. We keep in tou! 
with our old boys and girls, and our apprentices’ homes, and the appreatic: 
ship system generally, have proved of the greatest value.” | 

During the course of conversation, Mr. Raphael had conducted our repre 
sentative over the building. As we returned through the magnificent dining 
hall, some sparrows were seen flying about from table to table. 

“Yes, they are cheeky little things,’ Mr. Raphael observed, “and \: 
would marvel at the way they wait reverently till grace is over, and then {\s 
intrepidly down among all the 300 odd children and gobble up the crumbs.” 


It shows, I remarked, that there is nothing to fear in the Norwood 
children.

‘ontent to follow the religion and religious practices of their fathers, loyal 
o the name and fame of Israel, these Jews carry along with them the tradi- 
ion of the race, the practice of the religion, as these have been essentially 
for the last twenty centuries. This large body of Jews, the vast majority of 
Israel, are practically without voice. They have listened to the discordant 
advice of the various leaders, and are content to be as their fathers were. 
Some of this inaction and voicelessness is, of course, dué to indifference, since 
Judaism, like the rest of religions, has been invaded by indifferentism during 
the past century, but it is misleading to consider their absence of protest or 
utterance to be merely religious inertia. They are content to be Jews, to do 
the acts of Jewish piety and charity which their religion and their training 
has taught them, trusting the God of Israel for whatever reward and spiritual 
satisfaction they obtain from their Jewish life. It would be well if this con- 
stituent body of Jews was more often regarded and taken into account than 
is usually the case. They constitute the wide ocean on which the surface 
billows of dissension and separatism pass without disturbing the depths. It 
is they who in the long run determine what shall be the tendency of modern 
Judaism,

While Europeans are con- 
tinually simplifying the spelling of their languages, while the Germans are 
throwing aside the old Gothic types, and are adopting the Latin types, while 
the Eaglish and Americans are also simplifying their spelling, while I'rance, 
not content with the progress of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, 
is trying to make French spelling simpler ; Hebrew characters and spelling 
remain as they were two thousand years ago, antiquated and obsolete. The 
Suggestion has been made in some circles to adopt the Latin characters for 
the Hebrew ; and the writing of it from left to right. The former, at any 
rate, need not shock our more conservative friends; for the “ Hebrew 
characters we now employ are really not our Own, but are Assyrian. With- 
Cut going all the way, we should certainly wish to see the Hebrew more 
y ontitally supplied with vowels, so as to make it less of a wilderness for the 
“ Pederation Review,” New York.

Another Old Burial-Ground and 
Some Jewith Genealogies. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

SIR,— I sincerely hope that the suggestions made in the Editorial Notes of 
your last issue, will receive the attention not only of the Burial Society of 
the United Synagogue orthe Jewish Historical Society, but of English Jewry 
in general. It is quite time, before it is altogether too late, that our * Houses 
of Life’ should be set in order. I have been making researches into the 
genealogy of the Iranks, the wealthiest and most important Jewish family 
in London during the greater part of the eighteenth century. Their history 
is quite as romantic as that of any of the great Sephardi families. They held 
high offices inthe Great Synagogue. and in their day represented the Ashkenazi 
body of Jews, both socially and politically. A Jacob Franks, brother of Aaron, 
emigrated from London to New York in 1705, and was the ancestor of the 
American branch of the family. His children and grandchildren visited their 
English relatives and intermarried with them. At the timeof the Rebellion, 
David, a son of Jacol Franks, remained loyal to.the old country, and was 
financially ruined in consequence, but other members of the family were 
prominent revolutionists  Lieut.-Col. David Salisbury Franks who became 
after the war a diplomatic agent for the Republic, and Colonel Isaae ranks, 


at. whose house in Germantown, a suburb of Philadelphia, Washington | 


resided in 1703. 

To link up the various members of this family I sought the assistance of 
Mr. Colyer-Fergusson, and we decided to visit the Alderney Road Cemetery, 
where many of the Franks are buried, to copy the inseriptions from the tomb- 
stones. Our experiences were similar to that of *Peripateticus " at Hoxton. 
Through neglect few of the stones are decipherable, some are smashed in 
several pieces, and one altar tomb is in a most deplorable state and quite open 
at the sides. However, with the aid of broom and several buckets 
of water, we washed some of the stones and_transcribeds parts of 
inscriptions that arestill legible. A part of the Alderney Road Cemetery is, no 
doubt, the oldest Ashkenazi burying ground in the metropolis, and is certainly 
older than the one at Hoxton. Mr. P. Ornstien, in his historical preface to 
“The laws and bye laws of the Burial Society of the United Synagogue, 
1902," gives the following account of this ground: * From an old deed in the 
possession of the United Synagogue, it appears that on February 2nd, 1696, 
Benjamin Levy, merchant of London, acquired a lease of 1,000 years, ot 
property in the neighbourhood of Globe Road, whieh is descripved as being 
‘partly upon a piece of ground called the Jewish Buriall Place.” The exact 
date of the opening of this cemetery is, however, doubtful, and in the course 
of half-a-century it became full, for in 1718 Moses Hart (founder of the Great 
Synagogue and a cousin of Benjamin Levy) was, with Aaron and Naphtali 
Franks, appointed a Sub-Committee for the purpose of buying land for a ceme- 
tery. Inthe following year the freehold of a site, described as being situated 
in Three Colt Yard, in Mile End and the Hamlet of Mile End Old Town, in 
the Parish of St. Dunstan's, Stepney, was acquired for the sum of £171, and 
vested in the following trustees, appointed by the Great Synagogue: Moses 
Hart, St. Mary Axe, Gentleman, his two sons-in-law, Aaron Franks and Elias 
Levy, both of Bishopsgate Street, and Naphtali Franks, Billiter Street, 
Gentleman.” 

My friend Mr. Matthias Levy recently told me quite a romantic tale con- 
cerning Benjamin Levy coming originally from Altona or Hamburg. He settled 
in Londonasa financier, receiving Letters Patent of Denization in 168,and the 
privileges of the Exchange in 1697. Beingaman of great wealth, he was admitted 
as a Yahid of the Sephardi Congregation, and married to his second wife by 
Haham Solomon Aelyon, a great concession in those days, when an Ashkenazi 
was searcely recognised as a brother Jew. He had interests in land in New 
Jersey, and at the time of the American Rebellion it was taken possession of 
by the Republic, and the money equivalent is still awaiting claimants, 
Benjamin had three children (a) Elias, who married Judith, daughter of Moses 
Hart, by whom he had a son and daughter, both of whom died unmarried ; (b, 
Menachem, of whom there is neither record of death nor marriage to be found ; 
(c) Abigail, who married Moses Adolphus. The descendants of Abigail are 
entitled toa vast fortune as soon as they are in a position to prove that 
Menachem died unmarried, which up to the present they are unable to do. 

‘In this ground are buried Rabbi Falk, “* The Baal Shem”; Rabbi Tevele 


Schiff, great-uncle of the Chief Rabbi; Rabbi Aaron Hart, his brother Moses, 


and his sister Margoles, wife of Lazarus Simon; Elias, son of Benjamin Levy, 
and his wife, Judith, daughter of Moses Hart, known to the “smart set”’ of ber 
day as the * Queen of Richmond Green.” The altar tombs of Elias Levy and 
his son Benjamin, who died in youth, have been renewed, but it may be con- 
jectured that the original inscriptions being indecipherable, their names 
in English only have been cut on the new stones, so that all antiquarian and 
genealogical interest has been destroyed. We discovered the tombs of 
Aaron Franks and his wife Bilah, daughter of Moses Hart. I am glad we 
managed to copy this inscription in parts, for in a very short time this would 
have been impossible. } | | 

Aaron Franks had two daughters, Phila, who married her cousin, Moses 
Franks, of New Y rk, and Priscilla, who married Jobn or Jacob Franks, a nephew 
of Moses and sonof David Franks. Sir Joshua Reynolds painted the portraits 
of Aaron Franks and his two daughters and also that of his son-in-law 
Moses. Phila’s portrait was also painted as a child by Gainsborough. David. 
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franks was the father of Rebecca, Lady Johnson, “ The Queen of Beauty” at 
the * Meschianza,” a gorgeous féte given to General Howe at the time of the 


American Rebellion before his departure from Philadelphia in 1778, at which’ 


Major Andre was a presiding genius. 

Aaron Franks’ two brothers, Abraham and Isaac, are also interred here, 
Isaac married Sincha Frances, another daughter of Moses Hart. He died in 
1736 and is described in the Gentleman's Magazine as a “Jew merchant. of 
great wealth who for several years past has given £5,000 per annum to the 
poor.” He left an annuity of £10 to be paid to the keeper of the cemetery 
for the time being.. Surely his grave should not be neglected ! 

Another stone of interest was that of Isaae Adolphus, son of Moses 
Adolphus and brother of Dr. Joy, physician to Frederick the Great, whose 
grandson was John Adolphus, the historian. One very imposing altar tom), in 
a fair state of preservation, has the whole inscription, Hebrew and English, 
entirely obliterated. There are many in this condition, but there are still a 
few that may yet bo rescued from oblivion. tis for these L plead before it 
is too late, and no time should be lost. From a letter L received from one of 
the principal officers of the Burial Society of the United Synagogue, | under- 
stand that nothing ean be done, as the society has no funds for the purpose. 
I do not suggest that.all the tombs should be renovated, but only those of 
antiquarian or historical associations, and surely this will not entail a very 
large expenditure. 

From correspondence I have received I know that the. American-Jewish 
Historical Society are keenly interested in the Franks family, and would 
probably subseribe towards a fund in conjunction with the Jewish Historical 
Society here. Asa Yahid I was naturally interested in finding a Sephardi 
interred among Tedeschi. A somewhat pretentious altar tomb enshrines the 
remains of RabbiJacob Eliahu Ha-cohen D'Azavedo, who died in 1705. It is sug- 
crested that he withdrew from the Bevis Marks Synagogue in consequence of an 
alleged heretical sermon, “* La Divina Providencia,” delivered by Haham David 
Nieto. I would very much like to hear that my congregation will restore 
this tomb at their cost. By sharing the responsibility the expense will not 
be so, great. We Jews born here are often more English than the English 
themselves, but generally concerning insignificant matters. I can scarcely 
imagine any religious body in this country permitting the graves and tomb- 
stones of their founders and spiritual heads to be neglected and fall into 
utter decay as we have done. The least we can do now, is to repair the 
wrong as far as possible. Pilgrimages are made by Americans visiting this 
country to the graves of those who have done or said something in their 
lives that has helped to make their native land what it is to-day. Cannot we 
take a leaf out of their book of gratitude 7’ 

But, perhaps, English Jewry is like the old lady friend of the Chief Rabbi 
who remarked, * Why is there so much fuss made of history? What is the use 
of it? Why not let bygones be bygones ?”

The Administration of the Aliens Act. 


“A PARTICULARLY CRUEL CASE.” 


Mr. T. W. FRANCIS presided over a meeting of the Alien Immirat: 

Board on Wednesday. Sir R.Starvieey and Mr. L. L. COHEN also being prese 
to consider the appeals of seven Russians who arrived from Hamburg 
‘Tuesday and were rejected by the immigration authorities. 

A man named JoNas Stoves, a barber, who had £5 10s. in his possessior 
and who said- he was en route to the United States, gave as the name 
relative, Mr, Oleck, Secretary of the Lithuanian Church, but that gentlenivin 
disclaimed any connection with the man. The immigrant admitted that he 
had purchased Mr. Oleck’s name and address from an agent in Germany. Ile 
was robbed of £6 [Ss. he said. at a bar in Germany, or he would have feud 
suflicient to take him to the States. On Mr. Oleck undertaking: to see the 
man accommodated for three weeks and then, if money which he said he 
could obtain from America was not fortheoming, to make up his fare and see 
him on board ship, the immigrant was admitted. 

A youth named PINCUS WELLMAN, eighteen years of age, who described 
himself as a shoemaker, said he had left Russia owing to lack of employment. 
He was admitted on the undertaking of an uncle named Lessar, a grocer in 
Cable Street, Whitechapel, to accommodate him and find him employment in 
his shop, if he could not find work at his trade. 

The Board discussed for some time the case of a prepossessing young 
woman from Warsaw, named SIsSsEL STock, 18 years of age, described as i 
milliner, who produced £5, and said she had come over at the invitation of 
her brother, a married man, working as a tailor in Marshall Street, Golden 
Square. The applicant was admitted on her undertaking to go to the Sara 
Pyke Home until the Immigration Officer was satisfied that her brother could 
properly accommodate her. 

A woman named ZvIEL SOLOWEI, with two children—a boy nine years of 
age and a girl six years—-said she desired to go to the United States in 
search of her husband, who left her six years ago, but she was rejected. The 
woman said she had been living on charitable contributions and the results 
of peddling, although she was an artificial flower maker. From Russia she 
had been helped on to Konigsberg, and from there to Hamburg. She had five 
shillings in her possession. The Chairman described the case asa particularly 
cruelone. It was evident that the German authorities preferred to pay the 
woman’s fare to England rather than keep her. 

The Board also rejected the application of a man named DAVID CHASKIN, 
who gave his age as twenty-one, but looked much older, and who said he had 
left his wife and child in Russia in order that he might get work abroad and 
He had £6, and had left £10 with his wife. He lett 
Russia to escape military service, and was going to a brother-in-law, Max 
Beck, a journeyman tailor, in Greenfield Street, Commercial Road. Asked 
where he obtained the £16, the applicant said he received it as a dowry with 
his wife. He spent £10 during his illness, but saved up £10 again.

For the first time for a fortnight she and the baby, and, in fact, all 
the household, had a good night's sleep, and the little fellow has continued to improve 
ever since.

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AUTHOR OF AUTOMOBILES. There were self-propelled vehicles as 
long ago as the early part of the last century. They were steam cars, and of 
so little practical value that a short trial on the road was followed by their 
being abandoned. . Inventors came and inventors went, but the horse-drawn 
carriage in its various forms seemed destined to go on for ever. Eventually 
a new era dawned, and the birth of the supersession of animal traction on the 
highway came into being. That was due toa Jew, to whom must be credited 
the petrol automobile and the vast industry which has sprung from it all over 
the world, an industry, gigantic as it is, which shows signs of indefinite 
extension. The name of the inventor is Siegfried Marcus. He was born on 
September 18th, 1831, and died July Ist, 1898. At Malchin, a village in 
Germany, a tablet has just been placed on the house in which he lived, 
recording the fact. 


THE FIRST CAR.- The,tablet also contains a reduced size impression 
of the car built by Marcus in 1875, flanked by the representation of a moder! 
one. The aspiration for a motor car which could be used generally had 
been cherished for many a year. Siegfried Mareus made the plan practical 
by being the actual inventor of utilising the explosive power of gas to effect 
propulsion, and he was also the first to produce illuminating gas other than 
from coal. His pioneer motor car was exhibited at the Vienna International 


‘Exhibition, 1873, and was last shown publicly at the Vienna Automobile 
Exhibition of 1904. It is now in possession of the Austrian Automobile Club, 


for, though Marcus was born in Germany, he lived for a number of years in 
Vienna, and constructed the car there. One of his workmen states that his 
master had prepared a self-propelled car in 1864, completed it four years 
later, and by 1875 so many improvements were added that it had become a 
thoroughly serviceable vehicle. 

FROM LOCKSMITH TO INVENTOR. Siegitried Marcus was a strikingly 
inventive genius. Ie registered seventy-six patents, including twelve in 
Austria, four in Hungary, nine in Belgium, eight each in England and France, 
seven in Germany, six in the United States, four in Italy, three each in 
Switzerland and Finland, as well as in Sp&in, Norway and other countries. 
His career was a remarkable one. He started by being a musician, but that, 
apparently, was little to his taste, and at the age of seventeen he was 
apprenticed to a Hamburg locksmith. Later he joined the tirm of Siemens 
and Halske, electricians, of Berlin, and was associated with Werner von 
Siemens in laying the tirst underground telegraph line from Berlin to Magde- 
burg. An invention in connection with it earned Mareus a.money grant of 
1,000 thalers from the Government of Saxony. In 1852 he was employed by a 
tirm in Vienna, and, subsequently, was appointed engineer at the Josef 
Institute of Physics, afterwards becoming assistant at Dr. harl. Ludwig's 
Physiological Laboratory. 

TWO CROWN PRINCES --Bv 1860 Mareus had established a workshop ot 
his own, in which were perfected a number of valuable inventions. He 
attracted the attention of the late Crown Prince Rudolf of Austria-Hungary, 
who made him presents of jewellery in appreciation. Marcus's inventions 
included a telegraph recorder used in the Austrian railway service, Another 
invention gained him the Gold Medal of the Vienna Academy and a money 
prize. He was responsible for the tield telegraph used in the Franco- 
Prussian War, and was warmly recommended by Marshal Von Blumenthal, 
Chief of Staff to the Crown Prinee, afterwards Emperor’ Frederick. 
Other inventions of Mareus were laid under contribution in the same 
campaign, among them an electrical explosive apparatus used with effect at 
investments and sieges. The same apparatus has. been utilised in a far 
different sphere, in Aretie expeditions. 

A GREAT MAN AND LITTLE ONES) The versatility of this man 
carried his activities to many fields. His further inventions comprised a 
harpoon for whaling, a petroleum incandescent lamp of 600 candle power, a 
gas carburettor, a megaphone, a torpedo, and an automatic pistol. He 
experimented with an airship, but was stopped by the police on account of 
the noise of the engines attracting large crowds. He was also an expert 
dentist. Through an accident in early years he lost one of his cheeks, which 
was replaced by an artilicial substitute, his own invention. The tablet 
which has been placed on his former residence was subscribed for by the 
Royal Automobile Club of Berlin and several other German and Austrian 
motor clubs, as well as by his old firm of Siemens and Halske. The memorial 
would have been erected earlier but for opposition on the ground that 
Siegfried Marcus was a Jew. The opposition was eventually removed by the 
intervention of the Mecklenburg authorities. The foolish phase of anti- 
Semitism which sets its face against a memorial to.a man whose fame has 
been established because he happens to be a Jew is exemplified in the case 
of Heine, as though monuments make any difference to the world’s judgment. 
The attitude certainly throws a light on the littleness,as well as the rancour, 
of these German anti-Semites. Siegfried Marcus is not noticed’ in the 
Jewish Encyclopiedia. 

FOOTBALL IN THE FOG.—}Few clubs turned out for football on Sunday, 
for the word was given early in the day that, owing to the fog, mist, and 
rain, the ground was in anything but a desirable condition. Two clubs, 
however, asked no questions; they were too eager to try conclusions with 
each other. They were the Old Boys’ Club and the Jews’ Free School Old 
Boys’ Club, both of which bodies are at the top of the 1st Division of the 
Club Seetion Football League of the Jewish Athletic Association.

The late Mr. Wolf Myers. 

The CHAIRMAN said he was sure it would be the wish of the Council to 
express their sense of the loss the United Synagogue had sustained by the 
death of Mr. Wolf Myers. Mr. Myers had rendered great services to the 
United Synagogue. For some years he had been a very zealous Warden of 
the Bayswater Synagogue. He became Chairman of the Building Committee 
and rendered valuable services in that capacity. The Chairman of the 
Building Committee had very arduous duties, requiring much tact and 
patience and.-the sacrifice ofa great deal of time. All-these Mr. Myers gave 
freely. Hesubsequently became one of the Treasurers, and in that capacity 
also rendered valuable services. He was sure the sympathy of the Council 
would be extended to Mrs. Myers and her family. 

Mr. F. A. DAVIS seconded the vote, which was carried unanimously. 

The Recoupment of Loans. 

Mr. F. A. DAVIS brought forward a scheme for the part suspension of 
recoupment of loans and for the re-arrangement of some of the recoupments, 
the effect of which will be to extend over a longer period the period during 
which the loans to certain synagogues will be repaid, and to place more 
ready money at the disposal of the Treasurers, less having to be funded. He 
explained that his proposal was due to the present financial stringency, 
which he thought was only temporary. | | 
Mr. J. M. LEVY proposed an amendment the effect of which would be to 
release the synagogues mentioned in the scheme from the obligation of 
paying interest besides recoupment. He said that the money advanced to 
synagogues earned interest in the shape of revenue, and he did not see why 
interest should be paid twice over. . 

Mr. S. ROSENBAUM, M.Sc., seconded the amendment. He said that the 
scheme proposed was to help thé rich in time of distress, because the poor 
were badly off. (Laughter.) 

The amendment was lost, and, after discussion, the motion was carried. 


The Supply of Matzos. | 

A recommendation of the Kxecutive (ommittee was brought forward by 
the CHAIRMAN, asking the Council to honour an overdraft of £120 beyond 
the estimate for the distribution of matzos to the poor, and * expressing 
the hope that in future the Overseers of the Poor will endeavour to keep the 
expenditure for matzos within the amount sanctioned in the estimates.” 

Mr. A. JOSAPHAT and Mr. S. WALLACH moved the omission of the last 
sentence, which they said. implied a vote of censure on the Overseers, who 
had only carried out a pledge given to the Council that more liberal pro- 
vision would be made for the poor. 

The amendment was strongly opposed by Mr. FF. A. DAVIS and Mz. CARL 
STETTAUER (Treasurers), who said that the Overseers might have come to the 
Council for an increased vote. It was quite irregular to exceed the estimates 
by about 100 per cent.. without sanction. 

The amendment was lost, and the motion adopted.

THE CHRISTIANITY OF | 
JESUS OF NAZARETH. 


Dr. Lyman Abbott contributed to the number of the Outlook, in which 
he was able to announce that President Roosevelt had arranged to join hi, 
editorial staff, the first of a series of papers which he entitles “ What j, 
Christianity ?” It is an article of much power and great originality.  {t 
contains points of interest for all religionists, and, by no means least, {op 
those from whose forbears the founder of Christianity sprang. Here 
some of the salient points in Dr. Lyman Abbott's article :— 


THE CHRISTIANITY OF JESUS. 

“If anyone can give us any light on the questions, What are we here for » 

and What can we do to make life more worth the living? surely we shall ji. 
glad to give him a hearing. There are a great many intelligent men and 
women who think that they have gotten such light from the life and teachinvs 
of Jesus of Nazareth. 
, ‘* All that we know of him and his teaching is contained in four litt}, 
booklets which, bound together, are comprised in less than 140 pages of my 
pocket Bible. . . . With this somewhat scanty but still suflicient inform. 
tion for our immediate needs, we begin to study the biographical memorabilia 
to find out what were the principles which Jesus inculcated and what was 
the spirit which animated him. We should be able, if we studied them with. 
out. the helps or hindrances- of modern commentators, to summarise the 
teachings contained there somewhat as follows: 


GREAT TEACHINGS. 

“All men are seeking happiness ; but they do not understand the secre: 
of happiness. It does not depend on our conditions or our possessions, but on 
our character ; not on what we have or where we are, but on what we are. 
The way to enjoy the world is not, Get all you can and keep all you get, 
but, Give good measure, pressed down and running over, for with what 
measure you mete, men will measure to you again. The way t») 
enjoy the world is to give yourselves unselfishly to the service 
of your fellow-men, and take as a free inheritance what life brings 
to you; it is the meek who inherit the earth. The way to win 
enduring honour is not by fighting for it; it is the peacemakers whom future 
generations will call the children of God. The way to a knowledge of God is

not-a study of theology, but simplicity of purpose and cleanness of imagin:- 


tion ; by purity of heart we come to know God. . The heretic who goes 
after the robbed and wounded traveller is more religious than the priest or 
the Levite who hurries by to the Temple service. In the last great day God 
will not ask, What church did you attend ? or, What creed did you subscribe 
to? but, Did you feed the hungry and visit the sick and the imprisoned ? 
Service is the end of life and the test of character, and he that is ambitious 
to be great, let him be the servant of all. 

“This is the way to be acceptable to God; this also is the way to he 
God-like, for this is the spirit of your heavenly Father. He is not to be 
dreaded, to be looked at from afar inawe. Heis a righteous God, but he has 
the kind of righteousness which overflows in ceaseless, patient effort to make 
his children righteous: You might learn this, if you would, from nature. 
For his rain falls on the just and the unjust alike. 


THE GOLDEN ACE. | 

“If we read these Gospels at all carefully, we have observed a frequent 
repetition of the phrase Kingdom. of God or Kingdom of Heaven. We wonder 
what this means. We wish to know what Christ’s hearers would have under- 
stood him to mean by it. To ascertain the answer to that question, we look 
into the religious literature of the Hebrews, which is, fortunately, close at 
hand in aconvenient form. We find that whereas most nations looked back 
for their golden age, these people looked forward for theirs. Their prophets 
foretold a time coming when there should be no more wars, when the imple 
ments of warfare would be reforged into agricultural tools, when Govern. 
ments would no longer be despotic, for men would be self-governing, when 
education would be universal, when property would be so equably distri 
buted that every man would own a share in the earth's surface and sit under 
his own vine and fig-tree. This new social order was the Kingdom of God, or 
the Kingdom of Heaven. | 


EACH IN HIMSELF. | 

“This Kingdom was the subject of most of Christ’s discourses. In his 
first sermon he referred to one of the ancient predictions of this good time 
coming, and told his hearers that he had come to bring it upon the earth, but 
aroused their vehement anger by assuring them that all nations would share 
in it equally ; not the Jews only. In his next sermon he described the nature 
of that Kingdom and how it was to be brought about, not by politica! changes 
—substituting Jerusalem for Rome as the world’s metropolis and the Jews 
for the Romans as the world power—but by personal righteousness, by 


brotherly tenderness and mutual helpfulness, by faith in God and faith in 
one’s fellows. 


MAN’S POWER. 

“In subsequent sermons he explained that this Kingdom of God would 
not be let down upon the earth out of heaven suddenly, but would grow up 
on the earth, slowly and silently, like a plant from a seed; that evil 
influences to hinder and thwart it would grow up also; that it would not be 
miraculously given by God, but painstakingly earned by men; that it would 
be like a treasure which a man found and for which he gave all that he had ; 
that it would cost, to those who achieved it, hostility, obloquy, persecutions, 
life itself; but that it would at last be triumphantly and permanently 
established.

“ Those teachings may all be summed up in the one word Helpfulness. 
Or, to interpret it a little more fully, in three articles of faith. 

‘We can do something, and we will do all that we can, to make this wor!( 
a better and a happier world and life more worth living. »

“We will do it in the way in which we get our money and in the way '" 
which we spend our money.

The Jewish Religious Union. 
> — 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” : 
Sir, In reading the account of the public meeting in the East End in 


connection with the Jewish Religious Union, | was struck by a remark’ made 
by Mr. Montefiore, which, | consider, should not be allowed to pass unnoticed. 


Towards the end of his speech he said: “They were confronted with the 
fact that many thousands were not satisfied with the oficial doctrine and 
practices in the ordinary synagogues of London.” 1 would like to ask Mr. 
Montefiore if he will kindly explain what grounds he has for making such a 
remarkable statement. I submit it is too serious to have been made without 
his having armed himself with something like the necessary proofs— most 
effectually—by having previously circularised every member of the United 
Synagogue, to ascertain their views on the matter. This, I may take for 
granted. has not been done, and to state seriously that out of the seven or 
eight thousand seatholders of the United Synagogue some “thousands 
were not satisfied with the official doctrine and practices in the ordinary 


synagogues of London,” and thus to imply that those practices constitute the 


chief reason for the present meagre attendances at the Sabbath morning 
services. is to make an assertion which Mr. Montefiore himself, on reflection 
will admit should not have been made. He is too fair-minded a man to wish 
to throw dust in the eyes of his audience in any circumstances. 

For over forty years I have been brought closely in touch with ‘“ middle- 
class”’ Judaism, and I know, as Mr. Montefiore knows, that out of the 
thousands of seathbolders comprising the United Synagogue, many 
thousands stay away from the usual Saturday morning service, “ owing to 
economic reasons,” and owing to cireumstances—as they will tell you —over 
which they have no control. No, Sir, 1 think I am nearer the mark when I 
say that those members who would and could—and your readers will under- 
stand in what sense I mean this. go to the ordinary Sabbath morning 
service and do not do so, because they are dissatisfied ‘with the official 
doctrine and practices” may be counted by tens, not by hundreds, and 
certainly not by thousands. | 

I have never been to a service at the Union, as I am in the habit of 
attending the usual Sabbath Service at my synagogue, and | take it, the 
services are not intended for such as myself ; but, let us call a spade a spade, 
and. if I am told that the thousands— who, for reasons | need not further 
labour, are unable to attend Sabbath morning service in the synagogue— 
find their way in the afternoon to the Wharncliffe Rooms Services, I shall be 
more than delighted, and shall, from my heart, wish the movement every 
success in the future.

Goodman, Il. M. C. Hart. M.S. Nathan and F. Samuel.

The resignation of Mr. Lionel Abrahams, C.B., as Treasurer, owing to the 
pressure of bis work at the India Office, was also received with reyret, anda 
vote of thanks was accorded to him for his long and valued services as 
Treasurer. Mr. Myer S. Nathan, LL.D., has been elected to fill the vacant 
office. 

The Itoist party in \ustria has been considerably strengthened by the 
suceess of several of its members at the Jewish communal elections. Dr. J.

A country is not even beginning to thrive until it has roads. Hence our 
author (after giving postal information), turns to the railways. There are 
the Jatfa-Jerusalem, the Haifa-Damascus, Beyrout-Damascus, and other lines, 
The first named is a marvel of construction. | Though there is a rise of 2,700 
feet from Jaffa to Jerusalem, there is not a single tunnel. This means that 
the train covers nearly double the real distance, and curiously enough, 


‘though Jaffa is north of Jerusalem, the line ends by approaching Jerusalem 


from the south. As to the roads, they are certainly “ not ina very good con- 
dition.” The author does not even mention the Jaffa-Jerusalem road vic 
Beth-Hloron. lean assure him that there is such a road, because I have used 
it. But it is a very bad road indeed, and, for practical purposes, need not he 
eounted. In connection with the roads, Mr. Trietsch tells us many things 
as to-mode and cost of travelling, as to places of Jewish interest —this latter 
list might be extended in a new edition.

Jdatla,” says 
our author, “there is at present paper currency this 
purpose. Five small tickets printed on a slip of paper are obtainable 
fora metallic half-penny. The poor, when they receive a number ot these, 
can have them changed every Friday at the house of the rabbi, who atter- 
wards burns the tickets, thereby insuring a control and at the same time 
preventing infection. 

The author next gives us a suilicient account of the government, the 
army, police, ete.: * There are about thirty policemen in Jerusalem.” The 
towns and roads are quite safe. The Jews are practically autonomous in 
many of the Palestinian towns. “* Order and peace and good administration 
of justice in the Jewish colonies are so evident that even the Arabs in the 
neighbourhood of the colonies quite often prefer to go to the Jewish Judge 
for the settlement of their affairs rather than to their own.” Another reason 
for this is that many of these Arabs are emploved in the colonies, where most 
of the day-labourers are still Arabs. I pass over the schools, for these are 
widely famous. But there is one astonishing statement with regard to educa- 
tion which must not pass unchallenged. “lnder the present circumstances 
if a European language is required, the German language is the best medium 
ior teaching seience, ete.” With this e@annot agree. Krench ot 
‘superior utility to German, and English is superior to both. There 
is no doubt whatever but that the English occupation of Egypt 
has made English of greater importance. than ever before. Ll am_= sure 
that the real opinion of nine out of ten Palestinian Jews would be in 
favour of English. If there is one act of mine on which I pride myself, it is 
that my report on the Evelina School in Jerusalem helped to convert it ‘from 
a French to an English school. 7 

So much space has been given to other matters, that I cannot do the 
game justice to the rest of the book: prices of provisions and cost of living 

both of which are very low, though they have risen of late years), the 
manner of housebuilding, the colonies (imagine dismissing these in a word ! 
I am as bad as Baedeker). Even more important are the sections on 
commerce, the total reaching the respectable sam of £2.325,000, with a steady 
annual increase of £75,000. A capital table is given on p. 82-3, of the 
imports and exports of Jaffa (the chief commercial port). “ Industries” are, 
of course, still in the making. Mr. Trietsch uses wise words when he 
regards industrial development as a means of accustoming gradually “a 
reasonable proportion of our people to agricultural work.” Hope lies along 
that line, and nowhere else, I feel sure. 

I said above that Mr. Trietsch’s book is not intended for “ trippers,” but 
for “immigrants.” The Appendix of practical information for the latter 
class is a proof of my assertion. But the mere tourist need not turn aside 
from the book. It is full of facts for him. And the same applies to those 
who do not expect to go at all to the Holy Land. The book is fascinating 
reading merely asa book. It is full of maps and tables and statisties. But 
it is a delight to read, and should be read by thousands. 


Mrs. M. H. Spielmann may be described as a radio-active authoress. She 
is always producing literary energy without any seeming loss of power. And 
Mrs, Spielmann’s literary energy is always of the right kind, because it is of 


the best kind. There is never any musty flavour about her work ; it is con- 


sistently fresh and bright and wholesome. “The Love Family,” her latest 
book, following close upon thé heels of her last delightful effort, is a dainty 
child's allegory, which grown-ups can enjoy. We all love Master Cupid, but 
our authoress renders him more lovable than ever by amalgamating him with 
Puck, and, while letting him think mortals fools, making him help them turn 
life into happiness and joy. Love mére and pere (an original invention of 
Mrs. Spielmann) act the part of an approving chorus. Mrs. Spielmann has a 
positive genius in choosing her illustrators, and in “Carton Moore Park,” 
who ¢ontributes fifty drawings, of which twelve are in colour, she has hit 
upon a worthy collaborator. It only remains to be said that the book is 


published by George Allen and Sons, at 3s. 6d., and that it is cheap at the 
price. 


“My Life,” by Dr. Alfred Russel Wallace, O.M. F.RS. (Chapman and 
Hall), is a work of absorbing interest. It has been very ably abridged by his 
son froma larger work. The great scientific achievements of Dr. Wallace 
are most modestly, but at the same time most adequately, narrated in this 
volume. It is interesting to note, in view of the animated correspondence on 
the subject which has recently appeared in the columns of the Jewish Ch ronicle, 
that Dr. Wallace is an anti-vaccinationist. His views on the Sabbath question 
are also very valuable and suggestive. He is in favour of a more logical 
interpretation of the fourth commandment being applied to Sabbath observ- 
ance at the present day. Dr. Wallace makes a sympathetic reference to 
various eminent scientific friends, and includes the name of Professor R. 
Meldola who is held in no little esteem by the veteran scientist and his 
family. | S. A. A.

The Hebrew Congregation 
and its Ministers. 
fo THE EDPPOR OF THE CHRONICLE.” 
Sin, T have read the letter of Mr. Maurice Mvers, Hon. Secretary of 


the Bradford Hebrew Congregation, which appeared in your last issue. Lam 


‘glad to notice that Mr. Myers takes full responsibility for the advertisement 


which he issued for the post of preacher, and am sorry to tind that he does 
not appear to think that there was much amiss with it. He coneludes by 
saying: “IT hope the ministry has suffered no injustice at my hands.” [ 
know not exactly at whose hands the injustice has been perpetrated, but 
things seem to have oceurred in this congregation that no minister can 
learn of without deep feeling, least of alla minister who, like myself, has an 
especial feeling of fraternity to his colleagues in the difticult, sometimes 
trying, and generally pocrly paid, positions in the Provinces. 

Mr. Myers declares that "there is not the slightest ground for his state 
ment that disatieetion exists in Bradford amongst the Jewish community.” 
My information is very much otherwise, and | regret that, as a Jewish 
minister, | am anything but satisfied either with the treatment experienced 
by the Kev. R. Tribich, or with the status of a minister at Bradford which it 
discloses. 

| have had some correspondence with Mr. Tribieh and I had the oppor- 
tunity of meeting him at Harrogate last summer. I hoped that my presence 
in the neighDourhood might have been of some service in persuading Mr. 
Tribich to remain at his post, but | found that he was in a frame of mind 
which made it impossible for him to continue his work with any chance of 
happy result. [have toask Mr. Maurice Myers just four specitic questions, 
which are as follows : 

1. Is ittrue that one Sabbath morning, after Mr. Tribich had recited the 
Prayer for the Royal Family, the Warden-President of the synagogue tried to 
force the minister off the reading-desk ? Is it true that this person then 
made a speech in the synagogue saying that he would not allow Mr. Tribich 
to deliver his sermon because he had been guilty of immoral conduet the day 
before 2? Further, is it true that the immoral conduct referred to was the 
rebuke Mr. Tribich felt justified in giving, after the service, to a boy who had 
hidden the wine for the Kiddush ? [n connection with this | have one thing 
more to ask: Did the Warden in question remain in office afterwards ? 

) 
the Committee concerning a holiday the minister wanted to take. Whether 
the holiday was reasonable or not, | know not, nor is it germane to the point 
lam about to put. It appears that the holiday was refused and the minister 
pressed for it, and it was subsequently granted. My question is, did the 
Honorary Secretary write that the Committee “ condescended”’ to grant the 
holiday ? Did Mr. Myers write that letter, did he use that expression, and 


does he think that this is the way in which the minister should be addressed ? . 


3. When the Rev. R. Tribich left Bradford, the Jewish Chronicle reported 
a presentation of a testimonial to him from the children of the classes. 
“Tatler” had a paragraph about this in the ‘Communal Armchair” and 
referred to it as “the Tragedy of a Testimonial.” He suggested that there 
was something not quite straightforward about this report of Eden-like pro- 
ceedings. But Mr. Maurice Myers wrote that all was serene. I now there- 
fore ask him: Is it true that when Mr. Tribich was about to leave Bradford 
and the childrem whom be had taught had prepared a testimonial to give him 
on his departure, the President of the congregation came to the meeting 
where the presentation was being made, refused to allow the preceedings to 
¢o on in any place over which he had control, and the meeting had to adjourn 
somewhere else, where the final scene in Mr. Tribich’s connection with 
Bradford could be brought to a close without further scandal? Is this 
true ? And is the President who made that scene the same person to whom 
ministers have been invited now to send their applications stating wages 
required ? 

4. Unfortunately, there is more than enough in the foregoing for Mr. 
Myers to answer, but | regret that I have another question to ask and | have 
left it to the last because it refers to something that is the most extra- 
ordinary, most cowardly and least justifiable of all. The passion of the 
moment is not always excusable but, at least, it has an extenuation that can- 
not be shared by an action which extends deliberately over 365 consecutive 
days. Now for Mr. Myers’ attention. When the synagogue was built, Mr. 
Tribich collected something like £3,000, Practically, he built the synagogue. 
In recognition of this, it was proposed and carried, that a tablet be erected 
in the vestibule recording his efforts. This was done after some opposi- 
tion, in which the Chief Rabbi was appealed to by the malcontents, his 
decision being in favour of the proposed step. A small section of the 
members left the congregation and formed a Minyan of their own. They 
were induced to come back and they named their terms. These were that 
the tablet honouring Mr. Tribich should be covered over for a whole year ! 
This was accepted practically unanimously, and the tablet was converted 
into a ghastly sort of insult by being covered over with black cloth for 365 
gays. Will Mr. Myers say if this is true or not? Is it not a fact that this

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young minister had to preach his message with this ghostly “ memorial ” 


continually before him in its draped vulgarity every time he entered the 
synagogue? Is it true that when he married, it was proposed that the time 
had come when the tnsult might stop, but that this kindly intention was 
overruled and that he brought his bride to the scene of his work to share the 
humiliation ? | 

These are the questions I have propounded to the Honorary Secretary, 
who would assure us that there is nothing to complain about in Bradford. 
But to the community at large, I put another question. Can anyone read 
what I have disclosed without a feeling of burning shame and resentment ? 
Is this the kind of conduct that is likely to induce men to take up clerical 
appointments ? And is it the behaviour which is a return in this civilised 
country for the privileges the Jubilee of which we have recently celebrated ? 
Are people capable of such outrages as honorary oflicers of a synagogue fit to 
hold office at all as representative Jews? Ought we not to have some organ!- 
sation strong enough to prevent such things, and strong enough to resent 
them? It shows that our strength and our weakness are in the wrong 
places. When I think of that year of the “ veiled tablet,’ I really do not 
know what to make of the minister who endured it. He has a quality of 
stoic ability for martyrdom that I freely confess I admire rather than share. 
Unfortunately, his career is checked, but the cause of the right still remains, 
and I have sufficient trust in the sense of justice of the community to believe 
that from end to end of this country those who read these lines will share 
with me a feeling of resentment and disapproval so general in extent and so 
deep in feeling that it will make the recurrence of such things either in 
Bradford or elsewhere, an impossibility for the future. .

Milton's greatest work is “ Paradise Lost.” The 
story, characters and scenery of the tale are all taken 
from the first chapters of the book of Genesis. 

Let there be light, God said. and forthwith light 

Ethereal. first of things quintessence pure, 

Sprung from the deep and from her native east 

To journey through airy gloom began 

Sphered in a radiant Cloud for yet the sun 

Was not; she in a cloudy tabernacle sojourned the while. 

In this, Milton keeps to the Bible story, but he 

differs from sacred history inasmuch as he introduces 
into his poem the persons of Satan with his host, and 
superstition predominates in “Paradise Lost,” which, 
of course, is entirely absent from the Bible. 


Although the events only extend to the banishment 
of Adam and Eve from the Garden of Eden, nearly the 
whole of the Bible is involved in his story. 

Of Abraham's faith, wherever through the world 
So in his seed all nations shall be blest 
Then to the Heaven of Heavens he shall extend 
With victory triumphing through the air 

Over his foes and, thine. 

Another great biblical work of Milton's is “Samson 
Agonistes.” Here Milton has followed almost entirely 
the story of Samson and Delila. 

Oh dearly bought revenge yet glorious. 
Living or dying, thon hast fulfilled 
The work for which thou wast foretold 
To Israel. and now liest victorious 
Among thy slam self-killed. 

Milton shows us. his great and strong resignation 
to the will of his Maker in this dramatic poem. 


When Samson by the aid of God has destroved 
the Temple, its inmates, and himself. and the messenger 
brings the sac news to Manoah, the latter replies inthe 
famous words: 

Nothing is here for tears, nothing to wail 

Or Knock the breast. no weakness: no eontempt, 
Dispraise or blaine, nothing but well and fair, 
And what tay quiet usin a death so noble 

This history we can well imagine must have 
appealed to Milton, sharing as he did a like affliction 
with Samson, whose eves were put out by the Phillistines 
because of his great strength with which he had held 

all men in awe. 


Milton’s blindness was also the result of his great 

Strength, but in his case it’ was mental not physical, 
When 1 consider how mv sight is spent 
bere davs this dark world ana de 
And that one-talent. which is death to hide 
Lodged with Ine useless. 

Long and frequent hours of study in the days when 
candles were the only means of artificial light, caused 
blindness to come upon Milton in his thirty-fourth year. 
Shut out from all sight of this world with only his own 
beautiful thoughts and lofty ideals to console him 
such was the author of * Paradise Lost”: England's 
greatest and purest poet. BY.

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


What is the first, the most natural expression of 

Music, song. From earliest ages we are shown 
in the pages of Holy Writ this natural outlet for the 
individual or general happiness. Thus, in the first 
flush of victory at the Red ea, Moses and the children 
of Israel burst forth in a song of thanksgiving, echoed 
later by the musie of the women’s procession, who, with 
timbrels and dances, uplift their voices in a Similar 
strain. At every time of national joy, nay, at every 
time of national sorrow, musie has taken its great part, 
has uplifted the joyous heart or comforted the sad one, 
and has been the sweet-voiced bird that has carried 
our praise to the throne of the Most High. And in 
every individual joy or grief, music has been the natural 
vehicle and expression of our inmost emotions. The 
Psalmist says: * Sing praises unto the Lord with the 
harp, with the harp and the voiee of melody, with 
trumpets and the sound of cornet.” 


As naturally as the silver Stream of melody pours 
from a bird’s throat, SO, in early days, the child's sweet 
voice raises itself in song in its happiness. And the voice 
of a child is the supremest of al} the voices fashioned 
and tuned by the Creator, because it is the organ of a 
deathless immortal soul. Sweetest of all are children’s 
voices raised in prayer in the dear old melodies hallowed 
to us by old associations and Sacred, so it seems to us 
older folks, by our inheritance. These traditional 
hymns, the Yigdal, the Adin Olam, Moéz Tsur, the 
Hallel, of the different festivals, don’t you love them, 
dear children? Treasure them, sing them with heart 
and soul in. this, your happy childhood, so that, when 
youareasold as . . . (shall I say Auntie” ?) they 
may shine as sparkling memories of happy bygone days, 
to be handed down to other children and reverenced by 
them, as you yourselves have honoured them. 


We Jews, emotional as we are, are particularly 
influenced and moved by music, that art which touches. 
the soul, elevates and refines its nature and inspires 
the noblest thoughts. Music, indeed, urges us to 
animated action, even while it soothes our ruffled spirit 
and blots out every wicked impulse. But, in its essence, 
it is the expression of our gratitude. When the poet 
Carpani asked Haydn how it was that his musie for 
Divine Service was always so cheerful, he said: wed 
‘annot make it: otherwise. I write according to the 
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
